The press release claims the demonstration was called “to 
protest the militant homosexual assault on religious freedom 
that took place last month at Hamilton Square Baptist Church. 

“The homosexual flag will be taken down from the church’s 
flagpole, and the Christian flag will be put back where it was 
before the homosexuals ripped it down and threw it in the dirt 
last month,” it promises. 


“Then the homosexual flag will be presented to openly les¬ 
bian supervisor Carole Migden at City Hall, so she can return 
it to her own people” 


“What can I say: they’re certainly welcome to fly whatever 
flag they consider appropriate,” Migden told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter when advised of the 
press release. 


I have had no contact with 
them and do not intend to be a 
part [of the rally},” she said. “I 
suppose if they drop a rainbow 
flag off at City Hall, we’ll do 
the best we can to put it to 
good use.”

San Francisco voters re¬ 
elected City Attorney Louis 
Renne and Treasurer Mary 
Callanan on Tuesday, Novem¬ 
ber 2, voted in a new ethics 
commission (Prop. I), and eas¬ 
ily passed a proposition (V) 
that is designed to reform 
welfare general assistance re¬ 
quirements. 

In other county results, 
San Francisco voters passed 
Propositions H (radio commu¬ 
nications financing), J (cash 
management), L (human re¬ 
sources department), M 
(transportation commission), 
N (charter review), O (supervi¬ 
sors committee meetings), P 
(supervisors general meet¬ 
ings), Q (purchasing proce¬ 
dures), R (retirement board), 


S (fine arts museum), T 
(deputy fire chiefs), U (city 
election procedures), and W 
(eliminate officeholders ac¬ 
counts). 

A majority of San Francis¬ 
co voters voted for Prop. A 
(cultural facilities bonds), and 
Prop. B (street and traffic 
safety bonds) but not, howev¬ 
er, by the two-thirds margin 
necessary for their passage. 

Going down to defeat lo¬ 
cally were Propositions E 
(sales tax backup), D (police 
and fire early retirement), E 
(spousal pension benefits), F 
(police and fire retirement 
modifications), W (limit on of¬ 
ficeholders accounts), Y (taxi 
permits), and Z (garbage and 
recyclables). 

Proposition AA, which or¬ 


ders public officials and em¬ 
ployees to occasionally ride 
public transportation, was 
passed, as was BB, allowing a 
local cop to work his patrols 
with the assistance of a wood¬ 
en dummy. 

State, national returns 

Statewide, the two propo¬ 
sitions getting the most atten¬ 
tion were Prop. 172, (exten¬ 
sion of the current on-half 
percent sales tax to provide 
more police and fire protec¬ 
tion), which passed easily, and 
Prop. 174, the controversial 
“school vouchers” plan, which 
was defeated handily. 

In San Diego, lesbian city 
council candidate Christine 
Kehoe won her race. 

Gay rights issues lost in 
three major races. Voters in 
Lewiston, Maine; Boise, Ida¬ 
ho; and Cincinnati, Ohio, vot¬ 
ed to repeal gay rights laws 
that had been placed on the 
books by city councils, and in 
Cincinnati, the anti-gay forces 
managed to pass into law a 
charter amendment that for¬ 
bids the council in that city to 
ever again place gay rights on 
the books. Legal challenges 
are expected in all three 
cities, and the outcome in 
Boise, Lewiston, and Cincin¬ 
nati will eventually be settled 
in the courts. 

In other closely watched 
races, two states, Virginia and 
New Jersey replaced incum¬ 
bent Democratic governors 
with Republicans. New Jersey 
elected its first-ever woman 
governor, and New York 
City, with a 5-to-l Democratic 
Party registration, ousted its 
Democratic incumbent by 
electing Rudolph Giuliani, a 
former federal prosecutor, as 
the first Republican mayor of 
the nation’s largest city in 
nearly 50 years. ▼

Happy Ending to 
'Dirty Tricks' Bashing Case

Two men were sentenced 
in Superior Court on Friday, 
October 9, for incidents last 
year in which they picked up 
gay men in the Castro Dis¬ 
trict, lured them to secluded 
areas, and then robbed and 
attacked them with baseball 
bats 

Alex Coleman, 24, of Lodi, 
California, was sentenced to 
eight years in state prison af¬ 
ter he pleaded guilty to felony 
robbery and hate crimes. 

A juvenile was also con¬ 
victed of the same charges af¬ 
ter pleading guilty, and has 
been remanded to the custody 
of the California Youth Au¬ 
thority to see if he is suitable 
for custody for the same peri¬ 
od. If the YA rejects the 
youth as unsuitable, he will 
serve the same term in a state 
prison. 

In one of the incidents that 
led to the pair’s convictions, 
the assailants picked up a gay 
man in Collingwood Park and 
told him they were gay. One 


of the men said he wanted to 
spend more time with the vic¬ 
tim but had to drop off his 
friend at an aunt’s house first. 

After the pair made a de¬ 
tour through Golden Gate 
Park — and a decision to go to 
the beach near the San Fran¬ 
cisco Zoo — the juvenile as¬ 
saulted the victim with a 
baseball bat while making 
anti-gay comments. 

The victim lost his wallet 
in the attack and an invalid 
ATM card. 

In the second incident, the 
assailants picked up an inebri¬ 
ated man in the Castro and 
offered him a ride to the East 
Bay. The pair took the victim 
to Golden Gate Park, where 
the juvenile assaulted the 
man with a baseball bat, and 
the pair bound him from 
head to toe in adhesive duct 
tape and threw him into the 
park bushes. 

Coleman was arrested 
shortly after the incidents, 
when the first victim spotted 
him in the Castro and called 
911. By the time police ar¬ 


rived in response to the call, 
Coleman was already in the 
car of a third potential victim. 

When police approached 
the car, Coleman reportedly 
laid a starter pistol on the pas¬ 
senger seat and ran, but was 
quickly apprehended. 

Coleman later snitched out 
the juvenile. During the inves¬ 
tigation, both admitted they 
came from Lodi to San Fran¬ 
cisco with the intent of pick¬ 
ing up and robbing gay men. 

According to District At¬ 
torney Chuck Haines, head of 
the Hate Crimes Prosecution 
Team, the convictions send a 
clear message that anti-gay 
hate violence will not be tol¬ 
erated. 

“It’s a very clear message 
to potential gay bashers that 
they will end up doing very 
lengthy prison sentences — 
and just because someone is a 
juvenile doesn’t mean they 
won’t be held accountable as 
an adult,” Haines said. T 


Crybaby Fundies Can 
Dish It Out, But Can't Take It

Lesbian and gay activists 
who took part in a demon¬ 
stration to protest the 
September 19 appearance by 
Traditional Values Coalition 
founder Lou Sheldon at the 
Hamilton Square Baptist 
Church are now the subject of 
a police criminal investiga¬ 
tion. 

Although the investigation 
is not yet complete, according 
to Police Inspector Bob O’Sul¬ 
livan, portions of the case 
have been forwarded to Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Arlo Smith for 
a review of the evidence. 

Smith will make a deter¬ 
mination as to whether the 
evidence is sufficient to sus¬ 
tain charges. 

O’Sullivan told the Bay 
Area Reporter that there are 
“constitutional issues” at the 
core of the case — and said 
that among the most serious 
of the possible criminal 
charges are the allegations 
that some protesters tried to 
break down the doors of the 
church to gain entry to the 
sanctuary. 

O’Sullivan said that the 
demonstration occurred dur¬ 
ing a regularly-scheduled 6 
p.m. weekly evening religious 
worship service. 

Sheldon, head of the TVC, 
an anti-gay right wing funda¬ 
mentalist Christian lobbying 
group, was invited to the ser¬ 
vice to speak in support of 
the Reverend Eugene Lump¬ 
kin by Hamilton Square pas¬ 
tor David Innis. At that time, 
Lumpkin had only recently 
been fired by Mayor Frank 
Jordan from his post on the 
city Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, after saying he support¬ 
ed Biblical passages calling 
for the death penalty for ho¬ 
mosexuals. 

During the demonstration, 
several protesters removed 
the church’s flag from the 


flagpole and ran up the Rain¬ 
bow flag. The symbol of gay 
pride was removed, but ac¬ 
tivists raised it again, accord¬ 
ing to a statement by Innis. 

The church’s caretaker 
also claims that he was pelted 
with eggs when he tried re¬ 
move the flag a second time. 

Activists with FISH, 
(Fighting Intolerance, Scape¬ 
goating, and Hatred), an ad 
hoc committee supporting 
protesters who demonstrated 
at the TVQ issued a state¬ 
ment decrying possible pros¬ 
ecution. 

“We want to stress the fact 
that this was not a religious 
service but a political rally of 
the TVC and its leader Lou 
Sheldon who was here to dis¬ 
cuss the personal lifestyles of 
the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty and to plan its demise. 
Those of us concerned about 
this were denied entry to the 
rally. Lou Sheldon’s appear¬ 
ance at the church was pub¬ 
licly announced prior to his 
visit, therefore it should come 
as no surprise that Sheldon 
was quoted by a journalist 
who was inside the church as 
saying ‘I have a big surprise 
for the activists outside,”’ the 
statement said. 

Sheldon came to provoke 

“Sheldon came to San 
Francisco to provoke our 
community and the pursuit of 
criminal charges was part of 
the plan. This is the first at¬ 
tack in what will be a Col- 
orado-style assault on our civ¬ 
il rights. We firmly stand by 
any and all actions taken by 
demonstrators on September 
19. No violence was advocat¬ 
ed or committed. No one was 
injured or hurt. It was a total¬ 
ly appropriate response to 
such a hatemonger. Inside the 
church, Sheldon spread his 
message of hatred, which in¬ 
cites violence. We were de¬ 
fending our community, its 


members lives, and our fu¬ 
ture. We did nothing wrong,” 
the statement concluded. 

FISH urged lesbian and 
gay community members to 
call their Supervisors about 
the incident and said that a 
planned march by TVC and 
other religious fundmentalists 
was a scare tactic to pressure 
prosecution. Other evidence 
forwarded to Smith center 
around allegations that sever¬ 
al people were denied en¬ 
trance into the church, includ¬ 
ing Reverend Charles Mclll- 
henny and his family. The 
conservative pastor was a ma¬ 
jor supporter of unsuccessful 
efforts to repeal local domes¬ 
tic partner legislation. 

Also under investigation 
are charges that Donna Mclll- 
henny, Mcllhenny’s wife, was 
scratched by demonstrators in 
an incident where she was al¬ 
legedly grabbed and lifted off 
the ground in order to pre¬ 
vent her entry to the church. 

It is also alleged that a ce¬ 
ment bench was overturned 
and pushed into the church’s 
ornate fountain, protest stick¬ 
ers were stuck to the build¬ 
ing, an address number was 
broken off the face of the 
building, and elderly congre¬ 
gants and children were 
frightened and harassed as 
they exited after Sheldon’s 
speech. 

Although it is a violation 
of California law to disrupt 
church services or harass wor¬ 
shippers entering or leaving 
church property, activists 
claim that the proceedings 
were not a church service but 
a meeting open to the public. 

No action is expected by 
Smith for a month, O’Sulli¬ 
van said, and the investiga¬ 
tion is continuing. 

Innis told the San Francis¬ 
co Chronicle, “I’ve done noth¬ 
ing wrong... as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned” and “the issue here is 
freedom.” ▼

No Rest (Rooms) for the 
Wicked at Nordstrom's

Three men were arrested 
and detained by security per¬ 
sonnel at Nordstrom’s San 
Francisco Centre store on 
Monday, November 1, for al¬ 
legedly soliciting sex in the 
bathroom of the retail store. 

“I was in the restroom stall 
for about five minutes,” one 
of the three told the Bay 
Area Reporter on the condi¬ 
tion of anonymity. “Someone 
did come by the door and 
peer through the crack. It 
looked like they were 
fondling themselves. Another 
man seemed to be hanging 
out at the urinal.” 

“I was not soliciting,” the 
man said. 


Shortly after he noticed 
the cruising scene, the man 
said that plainclothes security 
people from Nordstrom’s an¬ 
nounced their presence — and 
handcuffed the three men oc¬ 
cupying the stalls. 

The three were then taken 
to a security site in the store 
and told they were under ar¬ 
rest for homosexual solicita¬ 
tion. 

“They said that if we 
would cooperate they they 
would not call ‘downtown,’ 
they took our identification, 
and we signed statements 
that we would not return to 
any Nordstrom’s for two 
years,” the man said. 

Although the man empha¬ 
sized that he was not solicit¬ 


ing, he said that he agreed to 
sign the statement because he 
didn’t want to be charged 
with soliciting for sex in a 
public restroom. 

Solicitation for public sex 
is a violation of the state pe¬ 
nal code; offenders can re¬ 
ceive fines and jail sentences 
or be required to register as 
sex offenders with the local 
police department. 

“It’s a place where people 
may be prone to do some 
cruising. Maybe the Bay Area 
Reporter can alert their read¬ 
ers,” the man said. 

A spokesperson for Nord¬ 
strom’s is investigating the in¬ 
cident. ▼ 


Stars Restaurant Owner 
Sued for AIDS Discrimination

A mandatory settlement 
conference, ordered by Pre¬ 
siding Superior Court Judge 
Raymond Arata in a civil law¬ 
suit filed against Stars restau¬ 
rant owner Jeremiah Tower, 
failed on Wednesday, Novem¬ 
ber 3, when the plaintiff re¬ 
jected the settlement offer as 
inadequate. For that reason, 
the suit, filed by a gay former 
employee who alleges that he 
was fired in December 1991 
because he has HIV infection. 

Rolando Iglesias, the plain¬ 
tiff in the lawsuit, is currently 
hospitalized in the advanced 
stages of AIDS. 

The lawsuit was thrown 
out in September before it 
went to trial by Judge 
William Cahill, who said that 
Iglesias had failed to prove 
that Tower knew he was gay, 
according to attorney Steven 
A. Schectman. 

However, Cahill ordered 
the case to trial after Schect¬ 
man released four sworn 
statements from witnesses 
that indicated that Tower — 
despite his pre-trial state¬ 
ments — did speculate on the 
sexual orientation of employ¬ 


ees and wondered whether 
their illnesses might be AIDS 
related, and introduced a dec¬ 
laration from a former em¬ 
ployee that he and another co¬ 
worker were discharged be¬ 
cause they had AIDS. 

Iglesias worked at Stars 
for five months in 1991; after 
taking off work for a month 
because of pneumonia, he 
was fired in December — al¬ 
legedly because he told a cus¬ 
tomer that the restaurant was 
out of a dessert. 

“Tower has testified that 
he knew of no employees 
with AIDS and that he had 
no close friends who died of 
AIDS. This is a lie,” Schect¬ 
man said. “He has also testi¬ 
fied that he has never been 
aware from any source of the 
fact that when a gay man con¬ 
tracts pneumonia that it is 
likely that he is suffering 
from AIDS-like symptoms,. 

The suit alleges that Tow¬ 
er told his staff before Iglesias 
was fired that he was “tired 
of paying health insurance 
costs” for “people’s indiscre¬ 
tions in their bedrooms.” 

Schectman told the Bay 
Area Reporter that Tower 
hired attorneys in 1987 to ad-

vise him on how to avoid lia¬ 
bility for firing employees 
with AIDS and recommend¬ 
ing the termination of two 
workers who were totally dis¬ 
abled with AIDS but still re¬ 
ceiving health benefits. 

In press accounts, Tower 
has denied that he was lying 
and said that the lawsuit 
should serve notice to restau¬ 
rant owners that employees 
can sue anyone they think has 
“deep pockets.” 

According to a spokesper¬ 
son for Schectman, if the set¬ 
tlement conference is unsuc¬ 
cessful, the case will be or¬ 
dered to trial. ▼

Institutions of Higher Bigotry: 
Activists To Confront Anti-Gay WASC

A five-member panel of 
representatives of the West¬ 
ern Association of Schools 
and Colleges, convening on 
Friday, November 5, at the 
Financial Center Holiday Inn, 
will get an earful from mem¬ 
bers of the accrediting associ¬ 
ation who are concerned 
about the group’s anti-gay 
policies. 

Although the meeting is 
closed to the public, those gay 
activists who are members of 
educational institutions that 
belong to the group and who 
oppose the group’s refusal to 
require non-discrimination 
policies of its member univer¬ 
sities and colleges, plan to at¬ 
tend and bring the matter up 
during the audience participa¬ 
tion segment of the discus¬ 
sion. 

A proposed policy recom¬ 
mendation by the group’s Di¬ 
versity Issues Commission, 
which will be discussed at the 
meeting, encourages schools 
and universities that belong 
to the group to discriminate 
on the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion in admissions and em¬ 
ployment. 

“The Western Association 
of Schools and Colleges diver¬ 
sity policy excludes sexual 
orientation. It says there is no 
religious or moral consensus

concerning whether the poli¬ 
cy should apply to the issue 
of sexual orientation,” said 
Chris Collins, an adjunct pro¬ 
fessor at Golden Gate Univer¬ 


sity School of Law. 

Collins, who is also co¬ 
chair of the National Lesbian 
and Gay Task Force, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that the 
proposed policy violates 
WASC’s own guidelines. 

The proposal, which is 
supported by religious funda¬ 
mentalist universities such as 
Loma Linda University, a 
Seventh Day Adventist health 
care training institution, and 
Biola College in Southern 
California, and may be adopt¬ 
ed early next year, according 
to Collins. 

NGLTF is beginning to or¬ 
ganize around the issue on 
college and university cam¬ 
puses that are in the regional 
accrediting organization, ac¬ 
cording to Curt Shephard, 
who directs the group’s cam¬ 
pus organizing project from 
an LA field office. 

The group helps organize 
campus gay, lesbian, and bi¬ 
sexual groups across the 
country around national gay 
and lesbian issues. 

“I think the policy is repre¬ 
hensible in this day and age,” 
Shephard said. “As if sexual 
orientation is an issue of reli¬ 
gion or morals: it’s an issue of 
fairness and equality.”

Unhappy Election Day 

The election day results have come in from around the 
country, and they are as bad as we feared: of three anti¬ 
gay ballot initiatives spearheaded by the conservative 
right, in Maine, Ohio, and Idaho, all three passed. 

Once again, our enemies have scored a goal, and we 
feel as though our national coaches are not even playing 
the right game. 

Of course, we have already heard from some of those 
leaders that we don’t know just how difficult it is for 
them — Torie Osborn even wrote a piece for the New 
York Times on the subject, although the only newswor¬ 
thy thing she had to say was that she’s writing a book; 
note to Crown Books: clear off the remainder table, a 
new shipment is a-comin’ in. And while we acknowledge 
that it is true we have never held a job with any of the 
national groups, we are able to tell when they aren’t be¬ 
ing effective. We don’t have to give milk to know when 
it’s sour. 

Back to the national elections: the only bright spot is 
that four of five openly gay candidates won their races, 
showing once again that people who know gay people — 
who know they know gay people — are easily able to 
overcome homophobia. In voting against gay rights, the 
electorate voted against a nameless, faceless 
ubergay/uberlesbian “agenda,” but in voting for gay and 
lesbian people, American citizens again showed they are 
able to do the right thing. 

It also shows that Bill Clinton is in a lot of deep shit. 
He stumped for three candidates, and all three lost. Ap¬ 
parently his support, whether for specific candidates or 
the concept of equal civil rights, is equally worthless. 

On a local front we have a dummy cop; on the state 
front, we do not have dumb school vouchers. Other re¬ 
sults are on the front page. 

Cultivating a Solution 

A proposition that was overwhelmingly passed by vot¬ 
ers a couple of years ago, Proposition P, allowed for the 
use of marijuana by people who need it for medicinal 
use. We have all seen our friends waste away with AIDS; 
we have seen our sisters with breast cancer too sick from 
chemotherapy to speak; and most of us have seen im¬ 
provements in those conditions brought about by 
cannabis usage. 

Somebody at the Federal Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion said of marijuana’s reputation as a beneficial sub¬ 
stance, “a cruel hoax.” Shame on the FDA for spreading 
such lies. They are perpetrating a hoax, and they know 
it. Their cruelty is almost boundless, since keeping mar¬ 
ijuana from the hands of chemotherapy patients and peo¬ 
ple with AIDS literally causes people to starve to death. 

When Somalis starve, the nation responds; we think 
it’s time we did as much for our PWAs. 

Which brings us to the San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors., which on November 9 is scheduled to vote on the 
cultivation — separate from the possession — of cannabis 
for medical purposes. With marijuana prices now around 
$600 an ounce on the street these days, cultivation is the 
only way people with AIDS, cancer, and multiple sclero¬ 
sis can afford to treat their symptoms. 

The B.A.R. recently chastised Governor Wilson for ig¬ 
noring all the evidence when he vetoed Speaker Brown’s 
needle exchange bill in Sacramento. We hope the super¬ 
visors in San Francisco are less prone to hysterical de- 
monizations than he, and that they are a lot more com¬ 
passionate. We applaud those supervisors who see the ne¬ 
cessity of decriminalization of cultivated marijuana for 
medicinal reasons. It is the right thing to do. ▼ 



The Issue That Won't Go Away

You might be asking, following the announce¬ 
ment of “Don’t ask, don’t tell,” why don’t we just 
let this one die away? 

And the answer is because it is not acceptable 
to be told by our government that we can exist, 
so long as we hide or lie about who we are and 
who we love. 

For those who still don’t understand why peo¬ 
ple outside of the military care about this issue, 
remember that the U.S. military is the largest 
employer in the United States. Not only does it 
employ the greatest number of Americans of any 
“company,” but its impact on the private sector, 
including discriminatory policies, is immense. 

So long as our government sanctions discrim¬ 
ination against our brothers and sisters who work 
in the military, private employers will continue 
to do the same in the private sector. Further, a 
victory in the military will help the progress of a 
national civil rightsbillprohibitingdiscrimination 
based on sexual orientation. That will mean no 
more homophobic hate campaigns such as we 
still see in Colorado, Oregon, Concord, California 
or propositions such as those voted on this week 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, and Lewiston, Maine. While 
we can’t go to each employer in America and ex¬ 
plain to them why they should add sexual orien¬ 
tation to their non-discrimination policies, imag¬ 
ine the impact on the private sector if the govern¬ 
ment said that you cannot fire us or refuse to pro¬ 
mote us just because we tell you who we are. 

The United States Supreme Court ruled last 
week on a side issue regarding gays in the mili¬ 
tary. The ruling was disappointing, but the war 
is far from over. The case is Meinhold vs. U.S. 
Department of Defense, and it is a strong step 
forward on the path to gay and lesbian equality. 

Upon learning of President-elect Clinton’s 
pledge to lift the ban after the election last 
November, Petty Officer Keith Meinhold told the 
Navy that he was gay. There is no allegation of 
“improper conduct” on his part, if you know what 
I mean. The Navy began to discharge him simply 
based upon his statement that he is a homosexu¬ 
al. 


Keith sued the Navy, asking the court to stop 
his discharge on the ground that the “old” policy 
of excluding gays and lesbians from military ser¬ 
vice was unconstitutional. Federal Judge Terry 
Hatter ruled that the “old” policy of excluding 
gays from the military violated the United States 
Constitution. As an aside, Hatter is an African- 
American who understands, unlike African-Amer¬ 
ican (retired) General Colin Powell, that discrim¬ 
ination is discrimination is discrimination. 

Hatter went further, not only telling the Navy 
that they must keep queer Meinhold, but also that 
they cannot discriminate against him in raises, 
duty assignments or promotions due to his state¬ 
ment that he is a homosexual. Hatter also ex¬ 
panded his order to apply to all gays and lesbians 
in the military, not just Keith. 

The Navy appealed Hatter’s decision to the 
9th Circuit Court of Appeals; the appeal will be 
heard in December of this year. That is not the 
problem. 

The problem arose when the Navy gave Keith 
a performance evaluation. He received excellent 
scores in all areas of his review except for “per¬ 
sonal behavior,” because of his public stance on 
the issue of gays in the military. The Navy 
“flunked” him in that category. Keith’s lawyer, 
John McGuire, went back to Judge Hatter and 
asked the Judge to punish the Navy by fining 
them $10,000 a day until the government stopped 
discriminating against Keith and all homosexuals 
in the military. Judge Hatter agreed. This also 
had the impact of stopping the implementation of 
the new “Don’t ask, don’t tell” policy, because it 
too discriminates against gays and lesbians. 

The Navy responded like a rabid dog frothing 
at the mouth. It was bad enough to have to keep 
Keith in, but not ALL queers in the military! 

So the government went to the 9th Circuit and 
asked for an emergency stay of Judge Hatter’s or¬ 
der. The 9th Circuit denied the government’s re¬ 
quest, saying that the matter could be resolved in 
December when the case is set for hearing. Thus 
the 9th Circuit left Judge Hatter’s order intact, 
thereby keeping the government from imple-

You go about your day untroubled by the holocaust 
right under your nose — the holocaust of women? In 
one hour of your day, more women die of breast 
cancer, cervical cancer, suicide, environmental ill¬ 
nesses, rape, domestic violence, homelessness, AIDS 
and poverty than you can fit into a stadium. Who is 
to blame for this? You go about your day untroubled 
by the holocaust right under your nose? Guess who 
is the problem! 

So many more women than males die of cancer it’s 
sickening, yet most of the money for cancer goes to 
the precious males. So many more women than males 
die of domestic violence and rape that there should 
be a huge monument in every city. What male knows 
about rape? Some dumb, ugly rapist getting raped by 
a prison cell mate? Talk about poetic justice! 

So many more women than males live in poverty 
that they are really a nation within a nation. They are 
America’s secret Soweto. So many women have AIDS 
that it’s a nightmare and a woman with AIDS suffers 
so much more than a male with AIDS. Misogyny is 
far more powerful and ingrained than homophobia. 

Of course all marginalized groups have to work side 
by side fighting their health crises and of course males 
with AIDS suffer but, it’s nothing compared to 
misogyny and what the women go through. And let 
us just say that every lesbian we have talked to thinks: 
even with their precious AIDS crisis, women still suf¬ 
fer more than the privileged gay white males. 

Getting angry? Now you know what your misogyny 
feels like after being confronted. It churns around in¬ 
side you. Don’t like a bunch of queer broads making 
you look at things you know are true? Now you know 
how strongly misogyny shapes your attitudes. You 
think you’re queer? Guess who is the problem. 

During the three months since we wrote our first 
letter, Broad Nation has been meeting, planning, in¬ 
creasing our memberships and beginning actions that 
will make you sick if you’re sexist and laugh with joy 
if you’re a woman. In fighting misogyny, our actions 
will be — LOUD. But being “devious and untrustwor¬ 
thy females” a few of our actions have already occur¬ 
red — behind the scenes. We have even “infiltrated” 
a few local sacred cow institutions. Feeling threaten¬ 
ed? Do keep guessing. 

In our last letter we criticized feminist Uncle Toms 
like Feinstein and Boxer and CIA pawns like Gloria 
Steinem. Yet we will not be neglecting the countless 
courageous broads who have truly been fighting 
misogyny and the oppression of women. Broads like

Imagine Nation 

The San Francisco Stonewall 25 Committee wishes 
to correct the impression which may have been left 
with your readers by columnist Orland Outland about 
the change in dates for next year’s pride marches in 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and New York. 

The reason for the changes was not simply, as 
Outland alleges, to “accommodate those who wish to 
attend the New York parade on June 26”, rather, the 
national organization of lesbian and gay pride com¬ 
mittees agreed, for 1994 only, to defer to the Stonewall 
25th Anniversary Celebrations in New York City, the 
centerpiece of which is to be a massive international 
March on the United Nations to Affirm the Human 
Rights of Lesbian and Gay People, which is expected 
to be larger by far than this year’s March on 
Washington. Consequently, all of these local pride or¬ 
ganizations have agreed to use their own events to 
build the International March in NYC. Stonewall 25 
is not to be, as Outland assumes, “New York’s parade”, 
rather, Stonewall 25 belongs to the international gay, 
lesbian, bisexual and transgender communities, 
equally to San Francisco, Amsterdam and Sao Paolo 
as to New York. 

Imagine more than 1 million queers marching from 
the historic Stonewall Inn up to the United Nations 
to demand that that organization recognize the human 
rights of sexual minorities. 

Imagine the 1994 Gay Games, bringing thousands 
of lesbians and gay athletes and spectators to NYC dur¬ 
ing June. Imagine conferences and events sponsored 


by every national or international lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual and transgender group. Imagine a mile-long rain¬ 
bow flag unfurled up New York’s Fifth Avenue. 

Each of the pride organizations shared this vision 
to honor the memory of Stonewall in this 25th anni¬ 
versary year and voted to work to build this event. 

And what does it mean? It means that during the 
month of June, all of our events national and interna¬ 
tionally, will seize the attention of the world’s media, 
building week after week, to an enormous display of 
the marvelous diversity and power of all our com¬ 
munities at the very doors of the United Nations. It 
means that 14 months after mounting one of the big¬ 
gest civil rights demonstration in history, our com¬ 
munities will do it yet again, but bigger.

As an example, when my companion recently ask¬ 
ed you to call our physician with whom he had just 
spoken for a new prescription, he was put in a posi¬ 
tion of entreating for cooperation. I too have been told 
this is not store policy. 

Now all my subscription work goes to the Castro 
Village Pharmacy where the prices are competitive, 
the service fast and efficient. Plus there is a wealth 
of brochures on nearly every imaginable HIV-related 
need. And they never hesitate to call my doctor when 
the situation warrants. Additionally, they give you a 
detailed print-out of the drug you are getting and all 
the important data. 

Lastly, and important to our community, the Cas¬ 
tro Village Pharmacy advertises in our community’s 
newspapers. Although Walgreen’s is in an epicenter 
of HIV infection, Walgreen’s apparently feels this com¬ 
munity support is unnecessary.

Film Finances 

This is to and. in response to Marvin Shaw’s 
recent letter in B.A.R.: 

Thank you for your contribution to help in the pro¬ 
duction of our adaptation of Vito Russo’s book, The 
Celluloid Closet. In your letter, which was published 
in the B.A.R., you ask: “ ... why is it necessary to make 
this public solicitation for money to produce the pic¬ 
ture?” Unfortunately, having two Oscars for documen¬ 
tary features doesn’t necessarily mean film studios or 
television networks are ready to finance the next one. 

We’ve been developing this project for several years 
now and “conventional financial backing” has been 
sought. Entertainment financing sources in the U.S. 
generally aren’t interested in non-fiction films because 
there isn’t enough profit margin for them to take the 
risk. Fortunately, we’ve had some success overseas. 
To date, we’ve secured the bulk of our production 
financing from German, French and British televi¬ 
sion, and we remain hopeful that PBS will eventual¬ 
ly come through as well. We are seeking only one third 
of our budget from individual donors and only out of 
necessity. Like our film Common Threads: Stories 
from the Quilt, all profits that would normally come 
to the filmmakers will go to an AIDS charity. 

Again, thank you for your contribution to the 
project.

In America and in San Francisco in particular, 
workers are encouraged to sacrifice their lives in a tox¬ 
ic, smoke-filled environment in order to appease the 
forces of profit and business enterprise. 

The restaurant industry is, once again, selfishly 
whining about imagined loss of income and impen¬ 
ding disaster should San Francisco supervisors vote 
in favor of regulations establishing smoke-free 
workplaces — including restaurants. 

These “Chicken Little was right” doomsayers fail 
to note that many people do not patronize their places 
of business because of the current smoking practices 
of other customers. 

Restaurants that allow smoking also deny access to 
any person with asthma or any other chemical sensi¬ 
tivity, thereby depriving them of their civil rights of 
free access.

Duesey 

Allow me to respond to Bruce Mirken’s biased hit 
piece, “Duesberg in Wonderland” and subsequent let¬ 
ters to you by Barry Kittleson and John V. Marcellini. 

Mr. Mirken, in response to Kittleson, states “Typical 
of Duesbergites I’ve encountered, Mr. Kittleson makes 
no effort to refute any of the factual statements in my 
article.” Mr. Mirkin takes Duesberg to task for stating 
that (AZT) “is actully causing the symptoms we call 
AIDS.” Mr. Mirken argues that “no data” exists to 
justify this hypothesis. A few of the many symptoms 
that can be caused by AZT as well as AIDS are: (1) 
anemia-low red cell count; (2) leukopenia-low white 
blood cell count; (3) myopathy-muscular cell death; and 
(4) bone marrow suppression. 

Mr. Mirken can consult his PDR if he doubts that 
AZT can cause these well-documented AIDS symp¬ 
toms. I will not refute Mr. Mirken’s contention that the 
actual number of women with AIDS in America is 
14.2 percent and not the 10 percent that Professor 
Duesberg alleges, but are we splitting hairs or what?! 

To argue Professor Duesberg is lying about the 
numbers because he is 4.2 percent off is absurd. This 
absurdity speaks loudly of the character assassination 
Mr. Kittleson accuses Mr. Mirken of. Whether it is 14.2 
or 10 percent, the fact remains that women in America 
are not contracting AIDS in a fashion commensurate 
to their actual percentage of the population. 

Mr. Marcellini takes character assassination to an 
even lower level in his letter by stating (Professor 
Duesberg) “is also a nasty, cruel, liar who deserves a 
good kick in the ass.” Slay the messenger if you don’t 
like the message, but at least get his credential right, 
Mr. Marcellini. Duesberg was a prominent scientist 
long before anyone had heard of AIDS. “Where would 
be be today without us?” Mr. Marcellini asks and then 
answers “just another unnoted university professor.” 

Professor Duesberg, besides being a Nobel prize 
candidate for his work with oncogenes, was also the 
first scientist to map the genetic code of a retrovirus, 
many years before the discovery of AIDS. He has 
studied retroviruses for more than 20 years. HIV is in 
the retrovirus family and gay people are fortunate to 
have a person of his expertise studying the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. Instead of asaulting the man, we should be 
thanking him for warning us about the dangers of 
AZT. He has paid a great cost, in terms of government 
and drug company funding that was lost as a result 
of his theories. I am thankful to Professor Duesberg 
for having the courtge to challenge the HIV-AIDS es¬ 
tablishment.

..” Yes, my name. Since silence is the better part of 

valor, I just ignored it and was thankful when the day 
was over and we marched back to our barracks. 

We have a weapon and we should realize the value 
of it. If all gay military persons advised the command 
they were going to ask for discharges or somehow sug¬ 
gest that they leave the service, en masse, it should 
reduce our ranks by a minimum of 10 percent and 
reduce our deficit of military spending by that much 
or more. 

I cannot emphasize the desire that it be done 
anonymously somehow, but to shake up the opposi¬ 
tion by suddenly opening the doors of our Trojan 
Horse I do believe would at least bring about serious 
consideration of the lifting of the unconstitutional ban 
on gays in the military. 

This is “coming out time.” We that are gay must get 
ourselves into the fray. We must encourage and back 
up all gays anywhere and at any time. We must unite 
our efforts in such a way that they become a strong, 
truthful force. Write, write, write. Steal the habit from 
the fundamentalists. After church services, everybody 
goes downstairs and addresses envelopes and writes 
letters for an hour or so.

Eyes on the Prize 

Are medical scientists engaged in research on a cure 
for AIDS doing their very best to find a cure? It seems 
reasonable to assume that a researcher working for 
a drug company or some type of organization has a 
job — and a job is a job is a job. Once a cure is found, 
there goes the job. So, like government bureaucrats, 
why should AIDS researchers do their very best? This 
is especially so in the case of researchers who sign pa¬ 
tent agreements with their employers giving the rights 
of their findings to the employer. 

A very large monetary prize, say in the order of $100 
million for the person(s) finding a cure, would do a lot 
to spur on researchers to give it their very best. 

One hundred million dollars seems like a lot of 
money, but it is small in comparison to the money 
already spent on all the various aspects of AIDS. $1 
from 40 million plus $2 from 20 million people plus 
$5 from 4 million people equals 100 million dollars — 
an example of how the money could be raised in small 
amounts — not just in the U.S. but worldwide. Being 
that AIDS has affected so many people, raising that 
amount of money would not be a problem. 

The problem though — “there’s the rub” — would 
be in keeping that amount of money from getting into 
the wrong hands and not going to the prize winners). 
Rather than raising the money, a better way of doing 
it would be to get pledges from prospective donors — 
a pledge to give a specific amount of money to the 
prize winner(s). 

In the case of patent agreements, it seems reason¬ 
able to assume that employers would try to get all or 
part of the prize. Therefore, a panel of legal experts 
should be enlisted to make sure that this does not hap¬ 
pen. Consideration should also be given to getting the 
Congress to make changes to the patent laws, with 
respect to AIDS.

Camelot Redux? 



Thirty years after JFK's death, many Americans see President 
Bill Clinton as a '90s version of the slain leader, a view Clinton 
has done much to encourage.

O ne year ago this 
week, the American 
voters tossed out an 
incumbent Republi¬ 
can president and replaced 
him with a Southern gover¬ 
nor so young that he was only 
16 years old, a high school 
sophomore, when John F. 
Kennedy was serving his first 
year of an assassination-short¬ 
ened presidency. Although 
his own presidency is still less 
than a year old, some Ameri¬ 
cans are already comparing 
Bill Clinton with the late 
President Kennedy, and the 
similarities are, indeed, strik¬ 
ing.

Clinton is undoubtedly try¬ 
ing to forge his own identity 
as president, but it is also 
clear that he is determined to 
draw parallels with the last 
popular Democrat to hold of¬ 
fice at the White House. Dur¬ 
ing his two-year long cam¬ 
paign to win the presidency, 
candidate Bill Clinton often 
cited JFK, quoting him time 
and again up to and including 
his January inaugural. Since 
assuming office Clinton has 
taken to quoting Kennedy 
endlessly. 

Clinton-watchers point out 
that during his decade as gov¬ 
ernor of Arkansas, the young 
Clinton kept a bust of JFK in 
his office. The president him¬ 
self will tell you in a minute 
that his fascination with the 
late president dates back to 
1963, when he met Kennedy 
at a White House reception 
for teenagers in the American 
Legion’s Boys’ Nation pro¬ 
gram. 

Today, President Clinton 
surrounds himself with 
Kennedy artifacts, reads ev¬ 
erything he can get his hands 
on about JFK, and has gone 
out of his way to keep in 
close touch with members of 
the Kennedy family. Only last 
week Clinton journeyed to 
Boston to join dozens of 
Kennedy family members at 
the rededication of the John 
F. Kennedy Museum, where 
he once again paid tribute to 
the slain leader and seeming¬ 
ly left himself purposely open 
for comparison to him. 

Some accuse Clinton of 
purposely inviting the com¬ 
parison; others say that there 
is in fact an honest similarity. 
Kennedy also went into the 
presidency as a relatively 
young man; he was consid¬ 
ered moderately liberal in his 
political philosophy as well; 
he was also warm and outgo¬ 
ing with just a touch of arro¬ 
gance. 

Camelot revisited? Some 
truly think so. In fact, at last 
week’s museum rededication, 
it was Senator Edward 
Kennedy himself who turned 
to Clinton and saluted him, 
saying, “My brother John 
would be proud of you, Mr. 
President, and so are we all 
here,” adding that “you are 
the man who has summoned 
America to begin again just as 
President Kennedy did in 
1961.” 

Some Washington political 
observers think that Presi¬ 
dent Clinton has already 
overdone his embrace of John 
Kennedy, explaining that the 
two youthful Democrats just 
happened to have followed 
sleepy Republican administra¬ 
tions with calls for change. 
However, others, despite con¬ 
tinual criticism of the Clinton 


presidency and its foul-ups 
(like on the gays in the mili¬ 
tary issue, for instance), insist 
that what we are seeing is in¬ 
deed another president of the 
stature of John Kennedy. 
Camelot redux? Clearly, it is 
far too early to know, but the 
comparisons are unlikely to 
end soon. 

Politics and People 

Frank Jordan might not be 
the state’s most exciting 
politician, but those who 
watched his debates last week 
on television against Supervi¬ 
sor Angela Alioto (I didn’t) 
are telling me that Jordan 
should accept a debate offer 
with Alioto any time, any 
place. One big-name local 
Democrat (no fan of the may¬ 
or’s, either) put it this way: 
“When you can make Frank 
Jordan look good, you’re in 
really big trouble.” He added 
that, in his opinion, “Angela’s 
negatives went up ten per¬ 
cent” after that Alioto-Jordan 
fracas on Channel 2 Friday 
morning. 

State Attorney General 
Dan Lungren is reportedly 
telling Republicans all over 
the state that he will be¬ 
come Pete Wilson’s successor 
as leader of the state’s GOP. 
Well, move over Dan, more 
than a few GOP kingmakers 
and political writers are al¬ 
ready saying that state Sena¬ 
tor-Elect Tom Campbell, win¬ 
ner in Tuesday’s special elec¬ 
tion in the 11th Senate Dis¬ 
trict, is the rising Republican 
star to watch. 

And speaking of Republi¬ 
cans, if you thought you saw 
Eldridge Cleaver, the Black 
Panther Party leader and civil 
rights activist of the late 
1960s, shopping at a Castro 
bookstore last Saturday, you 
probably did. Cleaver tells me 
that he is now a born-again 
Christian and a Republican. 
Why does it only seem natu¬ 
ral he should be both? 

Democrats in San Jose are 
a bit miffed at the fundraiser 
invitation sent out by Repre¬ 
sentative Norm Mineta, invit¬ 
ing them to “please join us in 
a tribute honoring Congress¬ 
man Norman Y. Mineta” and 
signed by “co-chairs” A1 Gore, 
Bruce Babbitt, and actor 
Robert Redford. Besides the 
hefty ticket price, Gore, Bab¬ 
bitt, and Redford don’t even 
plan to be there; they — the 
Mineta people are quick to 
point out — are only honorary 
co-chairs. 

Those at City Hall who are 
supposed to know these 
things are telling me that the 
big fight for president of the 


board of supes the next time 
around will be between Car¬ 
ole Migden and Kevin Shel¬ 
ley. “This fight will not be 
pretty,” predicts one City Hall 
old-timer. 

Incidentally, I’m told that 
whichever supe (Migden or 
Shelley) becomes the next 
Board president, they’ll im¬ 
mediately jump in the race 
for mayor against Jordan, 
Alioto, and God only knows 
who else. 

Hardline, right-wing Re¬ 
publicans still want former 
Assemblyman Tom McClin- 
tock to take on Pete Wilson 
in next June’s GOP primary, 
but the conservative Republi¬ 
can is reportedly more inter¬ 
ested in running for con¬ 
troller. Meanwhile, openly 
gay Chief Deputy Secretary 
of State Tony Miller has 
hired Ron Gray to run the 
daily operations of his cam¬ 
paign to become secretary of 
state. 

Speaker Willie Brown, 
D.A. Arlo Smith, Insurance 
Commissioner John Garamen- 
di, Supervisor Susan Leal, 
Mayor Jordan, State Senator 
Quentin Kopp, and Represen¬ 
tative Lynn Woolsey will be 
among the “models” wearing 
creations by top San Francis¬ 
co fashion designers at the 
November 11 show sponsored 
by the National Women’s Po¬ 
litical Caucus at The Indigo 
Ballroom, 915 Columbus, 8 
p.m., with a no-host bar. A do¬ 
nation of $75 is requested. 
Call 922-5004 for more infor¬ 
mation. 

Washington, D.C. Mayor 
Sharon Pratt Kelly is pushing 
legalized gambling casinos as 
a way to generate badly need¬ 
ed funds for her city — and 
why the hell not? Why not in 
San Francisco, for that mat¬ 
ter? I have long thought we 
should have gambling casinos 
here in “everybody’s favorite 
city” instead of the board of 
supes constantly raising taxes. 

And to all those who’ve 
been calling: yes, President 
Clinton will be at the Dianne 
Feinstein fundraiser Novem¬

information).

IGLHRC: More Than a Paper Trail

I 


n wading through that 
hefty voter’s guide try¬ 
ing to decide how to 
vote on the alphabet of 
city and state propositions, it’s 
easy to get locked into a kind 
of provincialism. And, al¬ 
though I have always been a 
fan of the slogan made popu¬ 
lar by the Green Party — 
“Think Globally. Act Locally” 
— I have also realized that 
there may be reason to try to 
act globally as well. 

For example, consider the 
work of the International Gay 
& Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission (IGLHRC, pro¬ 
nounced “iggle-herk”). 

Founded in Moscow in 
1990 by U.S. and Russian ac¬ 
tivists, IGLHRC’s stated mis¬ 
sion is to advocate “for a 
world in which the most fun¬ 
damental rights of gay men, 
lesbians, bisexuals, and peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and HIV will 
be respected.” To that end, 
IGLHRC monitors and docu¬ 
ments violations of human 
rights, provides technical as¬ 
sistance and support to grass¬ 
roots organizations around 
the world, and tries to raise 
public awareness of various 
situations so as to apply some 
political pressure. 

All of these are pretty lofty 
goals, to be sure, but coordi¬ 
nating the myriad of projects 
are some very driven ac¬ 
tivists. 

Executive Director Julie 
Dorf has at her fingertips, if 
not on the tip of her tongue,

the latest breaking news from 
all over the gay and lesbian 
globe. The IGLHRC office on 
Castro Street feels more like 
an information center than 
the headquarters of a commis¬ 
sion. The shelves are lined

with magazine articles, often 
indexed according to country 
or continent, and files labeled 
with everything from “Kore¬ 
an AIDS Project” to “NAM- 
BLA Shit” are piled up 
around the place. 

After talking with Dorf for 
an hour, it appeared that she 
keeps the organization rela¬ 
tively high profile in the hu¬ 
man rights world while doing 
the behind-the-scenes work, 
such as offering referrals, ed¬ 
ucating legislators, organizing 
activists, and issuing press re¬ 
leases. 

IGLHRC’s earliest work 
helped to convince Amnesty 
International to recognize and 
document the persecution of 
sexual minorities. IGLHRC’s 
ability to provide documenta¬ 
tion proved useful in a recent 
U.S. court decision granting 
political asylum to a gay man 
from Brazil. And Dorf also 
considers it a victory that her 
group’s efforts helped to con¬ 
vince the State Department 
to issue new instructions to 
embassies abroad with the 
charge to include the persecu¬ 
tion of gay men and lesbians 
in their annual human rights 
reports to Congress. 

While the beneficiaries of 
IGLHRC’s work are people, 
the means often is modern 
technology, namely, the fax 
machine. “This organization 
couldn’t exist prior to the fax 
machine,” said Dorf with a 
laugh. The office goes 
through about a roll of fax pa¬ 
per a day, and Dorf cherishes 
the excitement of her morn¬ 
ing ritual of opening the door 
to a long trail of fax paper 
hanging from the machine, as 
if to remind her that “most of 
the world has been awake 
while we’ve been sleeping.” 

When I asked Dorf about 
some of IGLHRC’s current 
campaigns, she provided me 
with answers as well as the 
documentation of events. An 
“Urgent Communication,” 
dated September 28, was 
faxed in from the organizers 
of the Sixth Feminist Confer¬ 
ence for Latin America and 
the Caribbean, soliciting a let¬ 
ter campaign to protest the 
cancellation of the confer¬ 
ence’s hotel reservations due 
to lesbian-baiting by the right 
wing in El Salvador. 

The next page is 
IGLHRC’s call for “Immedi¬ 
ate Action,” which was faxed 
out the next day. 

For every situation moni¬ 
tored, IGLHRC has a thor¬ 
ough paper trail, because in 
the world of human rights vi¬ 
olations, documentation is the 


yellow-brick road that may 
lead to changes in policies 
and lives. The facts and the 
fax add up to a chance for ac¬ 
tion. 

Whether the issue is re¬ 
sponsible tourism in Asia, 
U.S. immigration law, or 
death squads in Latin Ameri¬ 
ca murdering gay men and 
transvestites in the name of 
“social cleansing,” Dorf wish¬ 
es American activists would 
take greater notice of how 
gays and lesbians are living 
and what they are doing polit¬ 
ically around the globe. “We 
don’t think of our rights is¬ 
sues as being part of the inter¬ 
national human rights move¬ 
ment,” she said, adding that 
“there are a number of areas 
where we have a lot to learn 
from gay and lesbian move¬ 
ments elsewhere.” 

Dorf noted that sodomy 
law reform has occurred in 
seven countries over the past 
year, while U.S. activists have 
failed to muster “a significant 
campaign against sodomy 
laws.” 

She also believes that the 
“age of consent law has not 
been a significant agenda 
item” in the U.S. gay and les¬ 
bian movement, giving 
groups advocating for adult/ 
child relationships a distinct 
advantage when the debate 
takes place in the mainstream 
media. 

In the Middle 

Dorf recently found herself 
in the midst of that debate. 
She appeared on the Larry 
King Show with a represen¬ 
tative from the North Ameri¬ 
can Man/Boy Love Associa¬ 
tion (NAMBLA) and the edi¬ 
tor of Lambda Report, a 
right-wing newsletter that 
claims to monitor “the homo¬ 
sexual agenda.” 

Dorfs television appear¬ 
ance was a result of 
IGLHRC’s role as the action 
secretariat of the International 
Lesbian and Gay Association 
(ILGA), a federation of nearly 
400 gay and lesbian groups 
from over 30 countries. 

Last July, after a con¬ 
tentious, divided vote, ILGA 
was granted status as a “non¬ 
governmental organization” at 
the United Nations, making it 
the first body representing 
lesbians and gay men to re¬ 
ceive such recognition. 

When anti-gay forces in 
the U.S. publicized the fact 
that NAMBLA is one of the 
400 member organizations of 
ILGA, the U.N. decided to 
reconsider. 

ILGA has been advised by 
representatives from several 
countries to disassociate itself 
from NAMBLA. In mid-Octo¬ 
ber, IGLA issued a statement 
explaining that membership 
is established and denied 
through a majority vote by 
the membership at its annual 
conference. The statement 
went on to assert that “in no 
way is ILGA bound by, or 
will assume responsibility for, 
the policies or positions of its 
members on particular is¬ 
sues.” 

“NAMBLA has been able 
to manipulate us so well,” 
said Dorf. “NAMBLA has a 
position — and it’s the wrong 
one — and they are able to 
say, ‘Can’t a 14-year-old have 
sex with a 15-year-old?’ and 
we get stuck.” 

Recognizing the power of 
homophobic mythology, Dorf 
says, “We’re always on the de-

Queer and Feminist Activism in Eastern Europe 

Radical Women Holds Community Forum ThisSaturday

Radical Women, the inter¬ 
national socialist feminist 
group headquartered on San 
Francisco’s Valencia Street, is 
focusing attention on Eastern 
Europe this week. RW is pre¬ 
senting a buffet dinner spot¬ 
lighting regional cuisine at 
6:30 p.m. this Saturday, 
November 6, at the Women’s 
Building, located at 3543 
Eighteenth Street, followed 
by a community forum at 
7:30. Seattle activist Su Do- 
cekal, who returned this sum¬ 
mer from a nine-week tour of 
Russia, Eastern Europe, and 
the Balkans, will be showing 
slides, sharing discoveries, 
and answering questions. Ad¬ 
ditionally, a traveling exhibit 
of poster art from these com¬ 
munities is on view at the 
Freedom Socialist Hall, 523-A 
Valencia Street, through 
November 5. 

Docekal met with femi¬ 
nists, lesbian/gay, and Jewish 
progressives, peace activists, 
scholars, trade unionists, 
Roma (Gypsy) and anti-Nazi 
organizers, and radicals in 
Croatia, the Czech Republic, 
Estonia, Germany, Poland, 
Russia, and Serbia. “All these 
countries,” she reports, “had a 
gay organization. In most, the 
gay movement is now very 
new, and what’s ironic is that 
right now on the one hand 
there’s new political freedom 
to form gay organizations — 
but they are also now facing 


an organized right wing.” 

In a recent issue of The 
Nation, Katrina Van Den 
Heuvel paints a chilling pic¬ 
ture: the U.S. Christian right 
is flooding Russia and East¬ 
ern Europe with dollars and 
propaganda for anti-sex, anti¬ 
gay, and anti-abortion “educa¬ 
tional” campaigns that are ea¬ 
gerly welcomed by schools 
and public health agencies 
devastated by economic 
chaos. Docekal witnessed 
German women’s angry re¬ 
sponse to these developments 
when she marched with them 
in a massive protest against 
their government’s attempts 
to take away abortion rights; 
she states, “There is a home¬ 
grown right wing on the 
move as well, taking a couple 
of forms: a growing Nazi 
movement, and new pro-cap¬ 
italist parties which bring 
with them a whole ideology 
of pushing women back into 
the home, an inherently anti¬ 
gay ideology.” 

Making strength weakness 

Docekal felt that no one 
questioned the strength of 
women in the places she visit¬ 
ed; instead, pro-capitalist ide¬ 
ologues tried to turn that 
strength into a weakness. 
“Women there are more inde¬ 
pendent, better educated, 
more self-confident — it was 
obvious to us that generations 
in the work force contributed 
to that. Everyone acknowl¬ 


edges that the women are 
strong, but the ideological at¬ 
tacks on women and gays 
claim [working] ‘masculinizes’ 
women, and that male homo¬ 
sexuality exists just because 
the women are strong, justify¬ 
ing pushing women out of the 
work force.” 

While Russian activists 
from the Tchaikovsky Foun¬ 
dation cited pervasive homo¬ 
phobia as their single greatest 
obstacle, the biggest problem 
Docekal saw facing all the 
nascent women’s and gay 
groups she encountered was 
economic crisis. 

“Economic crisis is affect¬ 
ing everyone,” she told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “For ex¬ 
ample, in Russia, there was 
always a lack of housing, but 
now rents are skyrocketing as 
well, speculation is rampant, 
and lesbian and gay couples 
find it extremely difficult to 
get their own places, or even 
privacy. The economic crisis 
affects movement people, too: 
for example, copying litera¬ 
ture is very expensive, there’s 
no easy access to xerox ma¬ 
chines, finding a meeting 
place can be difficult.” 

Lesbians, often active in 
both feminist and gay organi¬ 
zations, are especially vulner¬ 
able to economic pressures. 
“Women have lower wages, 
and there are a great many 
single mothers because up un¬ 
til about three years ago 
women had full employment, 
and social programs existed 


for children, so women had 
the choice of raising children 
without men.” 

Gays hate Yeltsin 

Americans would be very 
surprised, according to Do¬ 
cekal, to see the degree the 
introduction of capitalist ways 
“has devastated people’s stan¬ 
dard of living,” and surprised 
to see how strongly people 
are reacting against it. Amer-

ican gays and lesbians would 
be surprised, too, she says, “to 
see how much gays and les¬ 
bians in Russia hate Yeltsin; 
they just had a huge victory 
this summer when parliament 
passed a law ending Stalin’s 
anti-gay laws. This was the 
same parliament Yeltsin just 
attacked.” 


Docekal admits that Amer¬ 
icans are also surprised by 
her optimism; however, she 
says, “We got the sense that 
movements are taking off 
strong. They very much want 
to link up with activists in the 
West, with an especial urgen¬ 
cy among feminist and les¬ 
bian and gay groups; there’s 
an urgency to know what 
mistakes we’ve made, an ur¬ 
gency to get it right the first 
time.” 

In Russia, Docekal be¬ 
lieves, there may be the most 
advanced potential for resis¬ 
tance. “The story isn’t over — 
even Yeltsin’s tanks, the 
crackdowns, the censorship, 
and martial law only shows 
how tenuous his grasp on 
power really is.” 

Fax paper and condoms 

Jorge Cortinas is the pro¬ 
gram director of the Interna¬ 
tional Gay/Lesbian Human 
Rights Campaign, an organi¬ 
zation already working active¬ 
ly with gay/lesbian groups in 
Eastern Europe and around 
the world. Cortinas shares the 
view that some of the biggest 
hurdles gay activists face are 
economic, even where gov¬ 
ernment restrictions may be 
easing. He cites frequent ap¬ 
peals to IGLHRC “for things 
like fax paper, and condoms.” 

He told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, “It’s true in many 
parts of the world. Cuba is an 
example; and I also just spoke

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Lesbians Come Out 
In Force for Kathleen Brown

Lesbians were front and 
center — literally — at an Octo¬ 
ber 29 fundraiser for State 
Treasurer Kathleen Brown, 
who is out on the hustings 
raising money for a run at the 
governership. 

ANGLE — Access Now for 
Gay and Lesbian Equality — 
sponsored eleven tables and 
ECCO — Elections Committee 
of the County of Orange — 
sponsored four, at the second 
most successful women-ori- 
ented political fundraiser 
ever. Lesbian attorney and 
ANGLE member Roberta 
Bennett is in Brown’s kitchen 
cabinet; she and life partner 
Diane Abbitt were the first of 
many lesbian couples listed 
together on the impressive 
program. 

At $150 a ticket, about 
2,200 people, mostly women, 
attended the luncheon at the 
Beverly Hilton Hotel — so 
many that Brown and side- 
kick Texas Governor Ann 
Richards took turns speaking 
before crowds in two separate 
rooms. They raised over 
$325,000, about half of what 
Brown and Richards are ex¬ 
pected to raise throughout the 
state as they take Brown’s 
“energy for change” message 
on tour. 

Brown made her entrance 
to the strains of Aretha 
Franklin’s “Respect,” setting 
the tone for the upbeat polit¬ 
ical speech to follow. 

Weaned on “the cowgirl’s 
I guide to life,” Brown said she 
will focus on the economy, 
education — “the old-fashioned 
basics ... common sense val¬ 
ues,” crime, and taking a 
“fresh look” at violence. She 
chastised Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son for vetoing three bills that 
would have made hate crimes 
tougher — especially at a time, 
she said, when people of color 
and gays and lesbians are 
threatened. She will also urge 
individuals as well as busi¬ 
nesses and communities to as¬ 
sume personal responsibility 
for changing California. 

“[Our agenda] has to be 
about empowering our peo¬ 
ple, because they have lost 
their hope and confidence 
about how great California 
can be,” Brown said. 

She knows the race for 
governor will be tough: she 
told her husband that consid¬ 
ering how much money will 
be spent to attack her, “next 
year is not going to be pret¬ 
ty.” 

Brown said she is pursuing 
the Democratic nomination 
because “I am ready, because

lenge Brown for the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination. 

Rather, Richards said, she 
is advocating for Brown be¬ 
cause Brown is “one of the 
most remarkable leaders I 
have known. She’s been a 
great public servant and will 
be a great chief executive of¬ 
ficer for the state of Califor¬ 
nia.” But Richards also noted 
that the campaign will be 
tough and challenged the 
women in the room to ante 
up the amount of money they 
spent on the clothes and 
shoes they were wearing to 
the lunch. 

Brown’s prospective race 
was toughened over the 
weekend by circumstances 
out of her control. Because of 
the devastating fires that 
swept Southern California — 
more than 173,000 acres 
charred, 731 structures 
burned, at least $500 million 
in damage — Garamendi and 
Wilson were all over the me¬ 
dia giving instruction and ad¬ 
vice, and assuring fire victims 
they would be taken care of. 
Doing their jobs gave the two 
expected Brown opponents 
much-needed credibility and 
visibility. Garamendi, inciden¬ 
tally, has considerable gay 
support including ANGLE 
member David Mixner. 

Meanwhile, Brown says 
she is very grateful for les¬ 
bian and gay support. “The 
gay and lesbian community 
has been incredibly support¬ 
ive,” Brown told the B.A.R. 
“ANGLE was the first to en¬ 
dorse me. It means so much 
to me — I’ll remember that 
when I’m in the governor’s of¬ 
fice.” ▼ 


the cause is right and I know 
nothing ever happens if the 
time isn’t right. Ann Richards 
proved it was right in Texas. 
I am determined to prove it 
here in California. It has been 
said that Ann has been 
through the fire and the fire 
lost. California needs the 
same kind of courage and 
common sense. I’m ready and 
I sense you’re ready too.” 


The mere mention of 
Richards’ name brought ap¬ 
plause. And the crusty grand¬ 
mother did not disappoint, al¬ 
though she noted “I’m not 
here to run or campaign 
against anyone” — a clear ref¬ 
erence to State Insurance 
Commissioner John Garamen¬ 
di who is expected to chal-

to Ligma, the organization in 
Croatia. They’re trying to get 
recognition as a legal group, 
so they could have a bank ac¬ 
count, an address.” 

It was possible that the 
government was delaying ap¬ 
proval for Ligma, Cortinas be¬ 
lieves, but networking and 
“fortuitous timing” helped the 


Croatian government see that 
the group had international 
support: ’’They were trying to 
get the government to agree 
to a national AIDS preven¬ 
tion program at that time, 
and asked us to mobilize a 
letter-writing campaign.” 

In contrast, Romania still 
has an anti-sodomy law on 
the books, Article 200, and its 
newsprint gay publication re¬ 
mains illegal. Men are still be¬ 
ing arrested, beaten in cus¬ 
tody, convicted under Article 


200, and released with sus¬ 
pended sentences, according 
to recent information at 
IGLHRC. But Romania’s re¬ 
cent admission to the Euro¬ 
pean Council is a good sign; 
Cortinas explains, “They are 
technically in violation of [the 
European Council’s] human 
rights provisions, which will 
now apply to them. 

“Now IGLHRC will have a 
stronger position because of 
the Council of Europe’s en¬ 
forcement.” ▼

Meet Jordan's New 
Gay and Lesbian Liaison

Attorney and MBA Bob 
Oakes has been named by 
Mayor Frank Jordan as liai¬ 
son to the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors, and un¬ 
official mayoral liaison to the 
lesbian and gay community. 

Oakes, who coordinated 
the recent John Laird For As¬ 
sembly campaign, was a Mas¬ 
ters recipient in Business Ad¬ 
ministration graduate of Cal¬ 
ifornia State University/Sacra¬ 
mento in 1991, and received a 
law degree for McGeorge 
School of Law in Sacramento 
in 1990. 

Oakes is also a onetime 
field deputy for U.S. Con¬ 
gressman Robert Matsui of 
Sacramento. 

“With the Board of Super¬ 
visors, my role is twofold: to 
facilitate communication be¬ 
tween the mayor and the 
board, and to advocate for the 
mayor’s position on issues 
concerning the city,” Oakes 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

In his position an “infor¬ 
mal liaison” to the lesbian 
and gay community, Oakes 
said that his job is to “be a 
conduit” through which con¬ 
cerns of the lesbian and gay 
community can be communi¬ 
cated to Jordan and his 
staffers, and “to provide a 
voice that is sensitive to les¬ 
bian and gay issues.” 

Oakes says that one of his 
first priorities will be to meet 


with representatives of les¬ 
bian and gay groups through¬ 
out the city, and that he’s al¬ 
ready working on setting up a 
meeting for Jordan with 
physicians providing care to 
people with AIDS throughout 
San Francisco, to discuss ad¬ 
ditional funding available to 
the Health department that 
may be allocated to AIDS 
care. 

“I also hope to set up meet¬ 
ing with non-profit service 
providers in the AIDS com¬ 
munity,” he told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Oakes said that a crucial 
area of his concern is to pro¬ 
vide “maximum service at 
minimum cost” to people 
with AIDS in a city faced 
with serious budget woes. 

Adequate representation 

Another area in which 
Oakes intends to be actively 
involved is recommending ap¬ 
pointments to various city 
commissions and posts, to en¬ 
sure that the lesbian and gay 
community is adequately rep¬ 
resented. 

“This Mayor has appointed 
more lesbians and gays to 
commissions that any other 
mayor in this history of the 
City. He remains committed 
to appointing more lesbians 
and gays as positions open, 
and I will assist in identify 
people who can serve honor¬ 
ably,” Oakes told the B.A.R. 

Jordan’s had a lot of bum 


press in recent months, Oakes 
acknowledges, and says that 
one of his roles will be to “ar¬ 
ticulate the facts.” One of 
those facts, he says, is that 
Jordan is sensitive to the 
needs of the lesbian and gay 
community. 

“If any member of the les¬ 
bian and gay community has 
a question, I want them to 
feel comfortable to come to 
me and get some answers. It’s 
clear we’re not always to go¬ 
ing to agree with some mem¬ 
bers of the lesbian and gay 
community, but everybody’s 
entitled to an fair, open, hon¬ 
est discussion and an opportu¬ 
nity to be heard,” Oakes said. 

With a legal background in 
alternative dispute resolution 
and conflict management, 
Oakes says that he’s well suit¬ 
ed to the rough and tumble 
politics that characterize San 
Francisco and he’s well aware 
of the often fractious local les¬ 
bian and gay political scene. 

“My goal is to treat people 
with integrity and respect and 
honesty, and if they return it, 
great. If they don’t, I don’t 
have anything to lose sleep 
over,” he said. 

Oakes said that a lot of his 
perspective was established 
by caring for his brother, who 
died of AIDS. Oakes is one of 
three gay children in a five- 
child family. 

“My older brother and my 
sister are straight,” he said. Of 
his two gay brothers, one

died last year of AIDS. 

Oakes says that caring for 
that brother as he was dying 
made him aware of what’s re¬ 
ally important in his life — 
and what isn’t. But, he says, 
his goal has always been to 
work in San Francisco poli¬ 
tics. 

“It’s always been my 
dream. Frank Jordan provid¬ 
ed the opportunity. He has 
expressed faith in my ability 
and I’m convinced of his sin¬ 
cerity in assisting members of 
the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty,” Oakes said. 

Oakes replaces lesbian ac¬ 
tivist Jean Harris in his posi¬ 
tion as unofficial liaison to the 
lesbian and gay community. 
Harris has moved to the 
Health Department as a lob¬ 
byist. ▼

Assessor Doris Ward 
pulled no punches concerning 
her support for Mayor Frank 
Jordan at the big Fairmont 
luncheon for him last Thurs¬ 
day. Ward’s pro-Jordan 
speech was one of the 
strongest of the day.

How to find Martina 
Navratilova these days: Gay 
Games fundraisers in New 
York City, the National 
March on Washington, or 
summertime at an undis¬ 
closed Aspen, Colorado, ten¬ 
nis club. Pick up any tennis 
magazine and see articles 
about her. A mention of her 
in almost every lesbian or gay 
magazine or newspaper. But 
if you want to see her play 
tennis, do it now. She’s play¬ 
ing in the Bank of the West 
Classic Tennis Tournament at 
the Oakland Coliseum. 

She’s currently ranked the 
number three women’s tennis 
player in the world. She’s ex¬ 
citing. When she rushes the 
net her hair flies back like a 
lion’s mane. She can make a 
tennis ball do all sorts of 
strange and unpredictable 
things. 

But after the 1994 season is 
over, Navratilova will retire. 
“Why?” wonder Navratilova 
fans. 

“Why not?” Navratilova 
asked reporters after winning 
her first Bank of the West 
Classic match against Mari¬ 
anne Werdel, former Stanford 
star. “When am I supposed to 
decide — in the middle of the 
year? Last year? There’s no 
particular reason, other than 
my heart told me this is it.” 

What a career for 
Navratilova. It’s her 19th year 
on the tour, she’s won a zil¬ 
lion things, including the 
Bank of the West Classic four 
times. 

She played a close match 
against Werdel, though. She 
had to work the victory. “I 
made it exciting tonight,” said 
Navratilova, after the Tues¬ 
day, November 2, defeat of 
Werdel, 6-4, 7-6 (8-6). “Its hard 
to give it all you’ve got in the 
first round, because there’s 
not that much left for later 
on, but sometimes you have 
to.” 

Navratilova’s finesse and 
experience played a crucial 
factor in her victory. She had 
a knack for finding Werdel’s 
weak spots. Finesse may be a 
large part of her game, but af¬ 
ter 19 years on the tour, she 
serves really hard. Her serves 
zoomed in on Werdel, with 
an unpredictability reminis¬ 
cent of stealth bombers: float¬ 
ing this way and that, finding 
an unexpected corner of the 
court, often catching Werdel 
confused. Match statistics 
showed Navratilova winning 
69 percent of her first serves, 
to 59 percent of Werdel’s. 

It was a tight match, 
though. Werdel often drew 
Navratilova up to the net and

popped tne next ball behind 
her, or too far out of her 
reach. Some fans cheered for 
Werdel, but most of the audi¬ 
ence kept yelling “Go Marti¬ 
na,” after a close point. 

On the match’s final point, 
Navratilova’s match point ace 
caught Werdel off-guard. “She 
was expecting the slice out 
wide,” said Navratilova. “I 
said, okay, go for it [down the 
middle]. If I make it, it will be 
good.” 

Navratilova nailed the ball 
down the middle. 

She knew exactly what 
might work and she went for 
it. 

Navratilova is, at 37, tne 
oldest player on the women’s 
professional tour. She’s got a 
mental edge honed from ex¬ 
perience over many of the 
other players. After defeating 
Werdel, she said, “Age and 
treachery will overcome 
youth and inexperience every 
time.” But then added, “It’s 
not quite true, but it helps.” 

Navratilova loves the game 
of tennis so much, she’s 
stayed at the top of her game, 
and she still enjoys to prac¬ 
tice. She says she and her 
coach laugh frequently while 
they practice. When a male 
reporter asked her how much 
she’d declined since her peak, 
she hit him back with, “That’s 
an insult. I mean, I’m ranked 
number three in the world, I 
was number two a couple 
weeks ago. How much have I 
lost, one spot, two spots?” 

She attributes some of her 
tennis success to training at 
other sports. She told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “Doing an¬ 
other sport will help you in 
those funny situations on the 
court and, if you fall — if you 
play soccer or ice hockey — 
you know how to fall. I’ve 
seen more players sprain 
their ankles because they 
don’t know how to fall.” 

Fans still have time to 
watch Navratilova’s top-of- 
the-line tennis game. She, 


Tracy Austin, and other ten¬ 
nis greats, will continue play¬ 
ing at the Oakland Coliseum 
through November 7. Match 
times and schedules for the 
Bank of the West Classic are 
available by calling 510-762- 
BASS. ▼

Bigotry Salesman 
Takes the Stand 
For Amendment Two 

by Kathy Deitsch 

Will Perkins, the Colorado Springs auto dealer and leader 
of the anti-gay group Colorado For Family Values (CFV), tes¬ 
tified during the Amendment Two trial that he believed he 
was telling Colorado voters the truth about homosexuals. 

The following quotes are excerpted from the cross exam¬ 
ination of Perkins by plaintiffs' attorney Jeanne Winer. 

JW: When you sent out various pieces of literature to Col¬ 
orado voters you were trying to persuade them to vote yes on 
Amendment Two, isn’t that correct? 

WP: I think that’s a fair statement. 

JW: And a fair amount of this information came from and 
was actually written by Dr. Paul Cameron, isn’t that true? 

WP: He was one of the sources we used. 

JW: For instance, he wrote a pamphlet entitled The Medical 
Consequences Of What Homosexuals Do, isn’t that correct? 

WP: That’s correct. 

JW: And you sent that out? 

WP: Yes, we did. 

JW: Dr. Cameron supplied you with information and statis¬ 
tics regarding how often homosexuals molest children, didn’t 
he? 

WP: That was referred to in some of his literature. 

JW: And you sent out a brochure written by Dr. Cameron 
entitled Is God Right About Sex, isn’t that right? 

WP: I think we did. 

JW: And of course you understood that hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of voters in Colorado were depending on you for the 
facts, isn’t that correct? 

WP: [No verbal response]. 

JW: They were depending on your literature to be accurate 
and to be fact-filled, isn’t that correct? 

WP: I hope President Clinton is never put in this position: 
we were attempting to win the election and present the infor¬ 
mation we had, we wanted it to be honest and factual as far 
as we could determine, and that’s what we used in our cam¬ 
paign. 

JW: And as far as you understood it the voters of Colorado 
expected you to do that and to tell the truth, isn’t that correct? 

WP: I’m not positive that voters expect campaigners to tell 
the truth, but we attempted to do that. 

JW: They were relying on you for reliable information in or¬ 
der to decide whether to vote yes or no on Amendment 2, isn’t 
that correct? 

WP: I think voters who are appraising a political campaign 
rely on a lot of information and possibly rely more on infor¬ 
mation other than what proponents of a particular position 
take, but there may be some that felt like the only way they 
ought to resource this issue was to listen to us, I hope that’s 
true. 

JW: And so you told the voters of Colorado that heterosex¬ 
uals commit a majority of child molestations — but homosex¬ 
uals, though only two percent of the population according to 
the most reliable studies, commit between one quarter and one 
third of molestations — a remarkable percentage considering 
their small numbers. You wrote that in your pamphlet Stop 
Special Class Status. And of course you never personally con¬ 
ducted any studies on child molestations, did you? 

WP: No, I have to admit I never personally conducted an 
experimentation. 

JW: In one letter you sent out September 1992, you wrote 
the following: “Dear CFV supporters, I must be frank with 
you, the brochure enclosed along with this letter contains 
graphic, disgusting facts about the sexual acts homosexual 
practice among themselves.” You wrote that didn’t you sir? 

WP: I signed the letter, yes. 

JW: And the brochure you attached was written by Dr. 
Cameron, wasn’t it? 

WP: I think it was. 

JW: And this brochure, entitled The Medical Consequences 
Of What Homosexuals Do, was sent out to thousands and 
thousands of Colorado voters, wasn’t it? 

WP: We sent it out to as many as we could afford, I don’t 
know what the numbers were. 

JW: And in this brochure, Dr. Cameron writes under the 
section entitled oral sex, “homosexuals fellate almost all of 
their sexual contacts (and ingest semen from about half of 
these). Semen contains many of the germs carried in the blood. 
Because of this, gays who practice oral sex verge on consum¬ 
ing raw human blood with all its medical risks.” And he also 
wrote under fecal sex, “about 80 percent of gays ... admit to 
licking and/or inserting their tongues into the anus of partners 
and thus ingesting medically significant amounts of feces. 
Those who eat or wallow in at are probably at even greater 
risk.” 

That was in the pamphlet too, wasn’t it? 

WP: That’s why we said it contained disgusting informa¬ 
tion. 

JW: And as far as you’re concerned, Dr Paul Cameron is an 
expert, who is reliable, accurate, and scientific. Isn’t that cor¬ 
rect? 

WP: Yes, that’s correct. 

JW: And in a different educational pamphlet written by ur. 
Cameron that you sent out to thousands of Colorado voters, 
Dr. Cameron writes “the typical sexual practices of homosex¬ 
uals are a medical horror story. Imagine exchanging saliva, fe¬ 
ces, semen, and or blood with dozens of different men each 
year, imagine drinking urine, ingesting feces, and experiencing 
rectal trauma on a regular basis. Often these encounters occur 
when the participants are drunk, high on drugs, and/or in an 
orgy setting.” You sent that under your CFV logo to thousands 
of Colorado voters, didn’t you sir?

Amendment T

Sighs of relief reverberat¬ 
ed in a Denver courtroom on 
Friday, October 22, as the tri¬ 
al of Colorado’s notorious 
Amendment Two was 
gaveled into recess. Eight 
days of grueling and tedious 
testimony had been present¬ 
ed, homosexuality had been 
scrutinized, and the 1992 cam¬ 
paign was relived. At issue: 
could an identifiable group of 
persons be denied rights by a 
majority of voters? 

Judge H. Jeffrey Bayless 
ruled in January that Amend¬ 
ment Two could not take ef¬ 
fect until a trial was held on 
its constitutional merits. In 
that decision Bayless remind¬ 
ed Coloradans that the law 
must change with the times. 

Colorado Attorney General 
Gale Norton immediately ap¬ 
pealed the Bayless decision to 
the Colorado Supreme Court. 

'Suspect 

Class' 

Struggle

Attorneys for the plaintiffs 
in the Amendment 2 case are 
believed to be the first to put 
on testimony as to why gay, 
lesbians, and bisexuals qualify 
as a “suspect class.” The Col¬ 
orado Supreme Court said in 
its July ruling that gays were 
“fenced out” by Amendment 
Two and the state would be 
held to a “strict scrutiny” test 
to show a “compelling” need 
for this law. 

To demonstrate a “history 
of discrimination” the plain¬ 
tiffs called Professor George 
Chauncey, who focused on 
gays in the U.S. and their his¬ 
torical struggles for equality 
dating back to 17th Century 
colonists. The University of 
Chicago professor highlighted 
the disparate “treatment” 
methods used to change ho¬ 
mosexual behavior. 

On the issue of “im¬ 
mutable characteristics,” an¬ 
other test of heightened 
scrutiny, Dr Richard Green of 
UCLA discussed his area of 
specialty, the “cause” of ho¬ 
mosexuality. Green said ho¬ 
mosexual orientation is not 
consciously chosen, rather a 
basic part of an individual’s 
psycho-social development set 
by age six. He testified that 
attempts to “reorient” one’s 
sexuality have not been very 
successful. 

On a similar note, Dr. 
Dean Hammer of the Nation¬ 
al Cancer Institute in Rock¬ 
ville, Maryland, discussed his 
research on the genetic links 
to sexual orientation. Al¬ 
though his research has not 
been duplicated, Hammer tes¬ 
tified that sexual orientation 
is predisposed by genetic 
make-up and highly resistant 
to change. 

Finally, Professor Ken 
Sherril of Hunter College dis¬ 
cussed the political powerless¬ 
ness of gays and how that 
creates disadvantages for a 
minority and hinders both ac¬ 
cess to the process and re¬ 
dress of grievances. ▼ 
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t Two Goes on Trial 


In a 6-1 decision last July, the 
higher court stayed the deci¬ 
sion and said that equal par¬ 
ticipation in the political pro¬ 
cess is a fundamental right of 
citizenship. The right applies 
to all citizens who have been 
denied full participation, not 
simply those who are mem¬ 
bers of traditionally “suspect 
classes such as racial or ethnic 
minorities.” Amendment Two 
“fences out” a class, in this 
case gays, and if it is to be 
held constitutional it must be 
subject to strict judicial scruti¬ 
ny. 

No compelling need 

The court said, at that 
stage of the proceedings, the 
state had not offered any 
compelling interest to justify 
enactment. 

Shortly after that decision 
Norton announced she intend¬ 
ed to appeal the Colorado 
Supreme Court’s decision to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. At 
the same time she asked Bay¬ 
less to set aside the October 
trial on the constitutional 
merits of the case until the 
Supreme Court decided if it 
would review the case. Bay¬ 
less refused, saying he had 
doubts the federal justices 
would listen so early in the 
case. He said the trial woulo 
move forward as scheduled. 

On Monday, November 1, 
Bayless was proved correct 
when the high court officially 
refused to hear the case. As is 
customary, the justices made 
no comment; it is reported 
that they receive nearly 6,000 


requests a year, granting only 
about 100. Norton said she be¬ 
lieved the case met the guide¬ 
lines for acceptance. 

During the two-week trial, 
plaintiffs argued that Amend¬ 
ment 2 lacks a rational basis 
for the unique burdens it 
places on gays, that it furthers 
private bias, and that deep- 
seated hatred toward gays, 
based on “illegitimate preju¬ 
dices and cultural myths,” is 
not a legitimate justification 
for Amendment 2. Plaintiffs 
also argued that the state did 
not present a compelling gov¬ 
ernmental interest to justify 
violating the equal participa¬ 
tion of gays and lesbians in 
the political process. 

Are gay people suspect? 

To date gays, lesbians and 
bisexuals have not been 
found to constitute either a 
suspect or quasi-suspect class, 
legally speaking; to do so, ho¬ 
mosexuals must show a histo¬ 
ry of discrimination, possess 
“immutable” characteristics, 
and be politically powerless. 
Plaintiffs offered testimony as 
to why they believe they 
meet the criteria for height¬ 
ened or strict scrutiny, and 
have asked the court to re¬ 
view classifications based on 
sexual orientation contained 
in Amendment 2 with special 
care./See sidebar, “Suspect 
Class Struggle”] 

Lead counsel Jean Dubof- 
sky argued in closing that 
“gays and lesbians are not 
asking for protection from 
discrimination, just the right 


to ask for that protection if 
necessary.” She told the court 
that if Amendment 2 goes 
into effect, gays, lesbians, and 
bisexuals in Colorado “will be 
without political power.” 

The state, on the other 
hand, claimed the case was 
not about “hate and bigotry, 
but about “drawing the line.” 
Solicitor General Tim 
Tymkovich emphasized that 
those determinations should 
be made by members of soci¬ 
ety, rather than judges. He ar¬ 
gued that society at large has 
always regulated issues of 
sexual behavior and Amend¬ 
ment 2 removes government’s 
involvement until “a popular 
consensus emerges.” The vot¬ 
ers of Colorado said last 
November “that public policy 
should not be extended to 
this particular group.” 

"Deeply rooted" bigotry 

In closing arguments, 
Tymkovich said sexual orien¬ 
tation and the scope of the 
law goes to the heart of how 
we see our society and how 
we believe we should enforce 
discrimination laws. Com¬ 
pelling interests define cir¬ 
cumstances where govern¬ 
ment may act: they are those 
societal interests that are “im¬ 
plicit in the concept of or¬ 
dered liberty” and are “deeply 
rooted in this nation’s history 
and tradition.” 

Gays and lesbians are a 
“politically powerful group,” 
he claimed, and they are us-

WP: That’s correct. Do you have a problem with that? 

JW: I think some people do, sir. 

Now, [regarding] Dr. Cameron, who you consider to be re¬ 
liable, accurate and scientific: it doesn’t matter to you that he 
was dropped from the American Psychological Association for 
a violation of the preamble to the ethical principles of Psychol¬ 
ogists, does it? 

WP: I know about those things but no, that did not make us 
discount what he had to say. 

JW: And it didn’t matter to you that he was censored by the 
Nebraska Psychological Association which formerly disasso¬ 
ciated itself from his representations and interpretations of sci¬ 
entific literature and his writings and public statements on sex¬ 
uality. That didn’t make any difference to you either did it? 

WP: He’s a licensed psychologist in Nebraska. 

JW: And it didn’t matter to you that Dr. Cameron was con¬ 
demned by the American Sociological Association, for “his con¬ 
sistent misrepresentations of sociological research.” That didn’t 
matter either, did it? 

WP: I’m aware that the homosexual proponents are not fans 
of Dr. Cameron. 

JW: And it didn’t matter to you that a federal district court 
judge found that he had distorted and misrepresented data on 
homosexuality and child molestation, did it? 

WP: I’m not familiar with that particular charge. 

JW: That wouldn’t change your mind about Dr. Cameron ei¬ 
ther, would it? 

WP: I said I’m not familiar with that particular charge, I 
can’t comment on it. 

JW: It doesn’t matter to you that Dr. Cameron’s ideas on ho¬ 
mosexuality are in complete opposition to the American Psy¬ 
chological Association, the Psychiatric Association and the Psy¬ 
choanalytical Association. 

WP: One thing I’ve learned is that experts are in the eye of 
the beholder on this issue. 

JW: And as far as you’re concerned, Dr. Cameron is a reli¬ 
able expert and that’s why you used his materials to help per¬ 
suade the voters of Colorado to vote yes on Amendment Two. 
Is that correct? 

WP: That’s correct. 

JW: And you, yourself are not a medical doctor, are you sir?

ing this case to acquire “legal 
classification for civil rights 
protections.” [See sidebar, 
“Bigotry in Brief”] 

If Amendment Two were 
to take effect, it would make 
all existing anti-discrimination 
ordinances, laws, regulations, 
and policies in Colorado un- 
enforcable and prohibit any 
entity from enacting any such 
laws in the future. It would 
prohibit “any branch or level” 
of state government, includ¬ 
ing the judiciary, from enforc¬ 
ing “a claim of discrimina¬ 
tion” on the basis of homosex¬ 
ual, lesbian, or bisexual orien¬ 
tation. Gay and gay-positive 
political activists could still 
propose laws through a 
statewide ballot initiative, 
which are adopted by popular 
vote. 

Prior to the recess, Judge 
Bayless gave no indication 
when he would reach a deci¬ 
sion. Both sides believe the is¬ 
sue will be ultimately decided 
by the U.S. Supreme Court. ▼

Bigotry in Brief 

The state of Colorado’s trial brief on Amendment Two dis¬ 
cusses issues of public morality and the protection of order as 
compelling interests to justify enactment of Amendment Two. 
More specifically, the state lists six other interests that it be¬ 
lieves validates the Amendment: 

•“Deters factionalism.” The Amendment “eliminates city- 
by-city and county-by-county battles over the political issue of 
homosexuality,” and promotes statewide uniformity. Plaintiffs 
argue it also eliminates “homerule.” 

•“Preserves the integrity of the state’s political functions” 
To determine Amendment Two unconstitutional would direct¬ 
ly alter and undermine a republican form of government: in 
this case, the people’s power to pass their own laws. 

•Allows the state to remedy discrimination by focusing the 
state’s limited resources on “authentic minorities.” 

•Ensures that government does not force private persons 
to subscribe to or advance particular political beliefs; in this 
case, the the “gay agenda” The state offered an example: if 
a landlord is forced to rent to a gay couple, the landlord is be¬ 
ing forced to accept an ideology. 

•Amendment Two prevents government from interfering 
with the personal, familial, and religious privacy. In other 
words, parents need to be free to provide religious training and 
pass on moral values to their children. To do otherwise would 
undermine the traditional family. 

•The state has an undeniable interest in promoting the 
physical and psychological well-being of children. Amendment 
Two, the state said, will protect gay youth and “avert their un¬ 
necessary suffering” by not lending government’s voice to the 
debate. 

Plaintiffs presented evidence at trial that Amendment Two 
does not “promote morality,” it does not “promote public 
health,” and it does not “cure” homosexuality. Neither does 
it protect “authentic minorities,” or “prevent the sexual mo¬ 
lestation of children.” 

Finally, plaintiffs said, Amendment Two is not rationally re¬ 
lated to a legitimate governmental purpose, and in fact reflects 
private bias and hostility toward lesbians, gay men and bisex¬ 
uals. ▼

Why Attorney General 
Norton Hates Gay Men

Colorado Attorney General 
Gale Norton is ope of the 
state’s more visible outspoken 
champions of Amendment 
Two. A Republican, Norton 
is rumored to be considering 
a run for Governor. She was 
elected to her current position 
in 1990, and has served in an 
advisory capacity to both Rea¬ 
gan and Bush. In March 
1993, the Heritage Founda¬ 
tion named Norton to its 
newest Advisory Council on 


Regulatory Reform. 

The Washington-based 
foundation has its beginnings 
in “new right activism,” and 
was bankrolled in the early 
1970s by Joe Coors. Jeffrey 
Coors serves on the same ad¬ 
visory board with Norton and 
is one of Joe’s five sons. 

According to Outfront, a 
gay publication in Colorado, 
Norton entered law school in 
1975 at the University of Den¬ 
ver. Reportedly, she married 
in that same year and later di¬ 
vorced in 1978, one week be¬ 


fore Christmas. Outfront re¬ 
ports that Norton and her 
husband divorced due to “un¬ 
happy differences.” They had 
no children. 

Gallegos and Outfront 
claim Norton divorced a gay 
man. Gallegos wrote in the 
May 19, 1993, edition that 
“Norton’s ex-husband lives 
with another man in North¬ 
west Denver where they op¬ 
erate a business from their 
home.” ▼

fensive, insisting we’re not pe¬ 
dophiles.” 

For all the victories that 
the staff at IGLHRC feels 
they have had a hand in, 
there remains much to be 
done. “There’s no time to be 
pro-active, to be strategic. I 
am constantly reacting to cri¬ 
sis, emergency, and attack.” 
And, like all non-profit orga¬ 
nizations these days, IGLHRC 
is limited by money more 
than by opportunity. “The 
world is big. We have to say 
‘no’ to urgent cases in far 
away places because we can’t 
afford to do it all.” 

But IGLHRC continues to 
spread the word, in the hope 
that others will decide to take 
action. An IGLHRC “Action 
Alert” newsletter lists oppor¬ 
tunities for armchair global 
activism. Capitalizing on the 
theory that the embarrass¬ 
ment caused by international 
outrage often shapes national 
policy, organizations like 
IGLHRC continue to chal¬ 
lenge us to extend the limits 
of our citizenship. ▼

This really sent the Navy 
spinning. They then went to the 
Justice on the U.S. Supreme 
Court who handles emergency 
matters for the 9th Circuit: San¬ 
dra Day O’Connor. Justice 
O’Connor asked that the entire 
court make the decision, no 
dummy that one. And last Fri¬ 
day, October 29, 1993, the Unit¬ 
ed States Supreme Court ruled 
that Judge Hatter’s injunction 
against the Navy was proper as 
relates to Keith, but that it was 
too broad as regards all homo¬ 
sexuals in the military. Thereby 
allowing the “Don’t ask, don’t 
tell” plan to proceed. 

The opinion is less than one 
page; it does not give a vote 
split among the Justices; and it 
does not state why they ruled 
this way. It may be because Kei¬ 
th was a single plaintiff and not 
part of a class action. 

But fear not, for on Monday, 
November 1, 1993, the day 
“Don’t ask, don’t tell” was to be¬ 
gin, a federal trial court in 
Washington D.C ruled that the 


While it would have been 
nice to broadly keep the govern¬ 
ment from implementing “Don’t 
ask, don’t tell,” the decision is 
not surprising nor is it a deci¬ 
sion about the constitutionality 
of the old or new policy. The 
U.S. Supreme Court only said 
that Judge Hatter’s injunction 
was too broad. 

Eventually Keith’s case will 
probably end up before the U.S. 
Supreme Court. I believe that 
the “old” policy of excluding 
gays and lesbians from the mil¬ 
itary, as well as “Don’t ask, 
don’t tell,” will fall as unconsti¬ 
tutional, simply because they 
are. 

Remember, if Colin Powell 
could become Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff of the Unit¬ 
ed States military, so can Keith 
Meinhold. ▼

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Supreme Court Upholds 
Pentagon's Right To Discriminate

On Friday, October 29, the 
U.S. Supreme Court swept 
aside a broad lower court’s rul¬ 
ing that would have allowed 
gays to fully participate in the 
military until the constitu¬ 
tionality of the ban against 
gays is decided. 

The high court’s action was 
in response to an appeal by the 
Clinton Administration to 
remove an order issued by U.S. 
District Court Judge Terry hat¬ 
ter forbidding the military 
from taking “any actions what¬ 
soever” against gays. On Oc¬ 
tober 26, U.S. Solicitor Gener¬ 
al Drew Days filed an 
“emergency request” to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, asking 
the justices to consider three 
main points, according to an 
article in the Los Angeles 
Times. 

First: that judges have 
historically deferred to the 
military in setting rules for 
personnel. “It is firmly 
established that counts owe 
great deference to the con¬ 
sidered professional judge¬ 
ment of the appropriate 
military officials.” He cited 
previous court rulings. 

Second: that the nation’s 
highest elected officials — the 
President and Congress — 
gave “an enormous amount of 
time and attention” to the issue 
and drafted a compromise 
policy. “It’s implementation 
should not be thwarted by a 
single district court,” Days 
wrote. 

Third: Hatter “seriously er¬ 
red” by converting a single 
lawsuit into the law of the land. 
Since Meinhold did not file a 
class action lawsuit, Days con¬ 
tended, Hatter had no jurisdic¬ 
tion beyond the single case. 

There is ample concern over 
whether the quick and 
unanimous ruling by the 
justices reflects how they may 
rule in the expected constitu¬ 
tionality suit. John McGuire, 
Meinhold’s attorney, says he 
views this as a “limited issue” 
on a procedural matter over a 
District Court judge exceeding 
his authority. Additionally, 
McGuire says, “It just confirms 
what we alrady know — that 
the court gives the military a 
lot of leeway.” 

Amy Brown, attorney for 
Navy Reserve officer Lieute¬ 
nant Zoe Dunning, is “trying 
not to be too reactionary and 
read too much into” the high 
court’s decision. “I look at it 
purely as an issue of the 
Supreme Court ruling on what 
they view a proper sue of 
district court’s power to be,” 
she says. “They’re telling 
district judges not to overreach 
and to use more judicial 
restraint.” 

The fact that the justices 
could have also lifted the stay 
of discharge in Meinhold’s in¬ 
dividual case, she thinks, is a 
good sign: “It could have been 
worse.” She is currently 
preparing papers to block 
probable military procedures 
to discharge Dunning or place 
her in “military purgatory” of

inactive reserve. 

David Smith, spokesperson 
for the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force, agrees. “On 
one hand it’s a victory for the 
movement because it’s a vic¬ 
tory for Keith Meinhold. Each 
person who continues to serve 
openly undermines the 
military’s argument that a gay 
or lesbian negatively impacts 
moral and unit cohesion,” he 
says. “On the other hand, we’re 
definitely angry because the 
Supreme Court has bought the 
government’s argument.” 

Meanwhile, Marine 
Sergeant Justin Elzie, who 
returned to active duty under 
Hatter’s more sweeping order, 
won a temporary legal 
reprieve on November 1 when 
a U.S. District judge barred his 
return to inactive reserve 
status. 

Right now the military is 
operating under a directive 
issued by Secretary of Defense 
Les Aspin on October 1, which 
outlines the Clinton Adminis¬ 
tration’s “don’t ask/don’t tell” 
policy. However, legal experts 
point out, neither Aspin nor 
the Pentagon have yet issued a 
list of regulations and 
guidelines of how those 
regulations are to be enforced. 


Currently, the Defense 
Authorization Act, which con¬ 
tains a revised version of the 
military ban, has passed Con¬ 
gress but has not yet found its 
way to the President’s desk. 
Meinhold’s case is expected to 
reach the 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals in December, and a 
U.S. appeals court in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., is expected to rule 
on Joseph Stephan’s case short¬ 
ly. ▼

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Old Myths Challenged by 
New Women's Health Studies

Two health studies focus¬ 
ing on lesbian and bisexual 
women released by the San 
Francisco AIDS Office in Oc¬ 
tober brought a sobering mes¬ 
sage about the presence and 
growth potential of AIDS in 
the women’s community. The 
fact that 1.2 percent of the 
women surveyed were HIV¬ 
positive, three times the fig¬ 
ure the Health Department 
estimates for the female pop¬ 
ulation at large, and the 
prevalence of behaviors that 
raise the risk of transmission, 
made headlines. Even beyond 
the wake-up call those partic¬ 
ular results represent, howev¬ 
er, the studies’ findings chal¬ 
lenge several myths about les¬ 
bians and bisexual women. 

Anyone still complacent in 
the belief that the women’s 
movement vanquished eco¬ 
nomic inequality need look 
no further than the AIDS Of¬ 
fice Prevention Services 
Branch study, Health Behav¬ 
iors Among Lesbian and Bi¬ 
sexual Women: A Communi¬ 
ty Based Survey, for a dash 
of unpleasant reality. 

Respondents were serious¬ 
ly underemployed and under¬ 
paid. The survey sample was 
highly educated, with 61 per¬ 
cent having a college degree, 
some graduate study, or a 
graduate or professional de¬ 
gree. Almost one in five were 
currently in school or taking 
classes. Nevertheless, the 
study reveals an unemploy¬ 
ment rate of 16 percent. 62 
percent of women were em¬ 
ployed full-time and 22 per¬ 
cent in part-time positions, 
but 78 percent earned less 
than $30,000 a year, with 54 
percent under $20,000 and 24 
percent under $10,000. 


Why employment matters 

Delia Garcia, the health 
program manager at Preven¬ 
tion Services, directed all 
phases of the projects. She 
commented, “The education 
levels may be high, but wom¬ 
en are not making enough 
money, not when they are go¬ 
ing to the emergency room at 
a high rate as a way of access¬ 
ing health care.” 

Garcia connects the eco¬ 
nomic pressures on women to 
another area studied by the 
survey: how and where do 
women get healthcare? Both 
Garcia and Dr. George Lemp, 
principal investigator of the 
AIDS Office’s other new sur¬ 
vey on HIV seroprevalence 
and risk in women, agree that 
the relatively low levels of 
employment and income cit¬ 
ed above help explain the 41 
percent reporting Emergency 
Room visits as a way of get¬ 
ting health needs met. 

Lemp also linked under¬ 
employment and low income 
with the uninsured status of 
36 percent of the sample, not¬ 
ing that lack of insurance can 
pressure women to seek 
health services at an ER. 

Another myth was chal¬ 
lenged when the survey re¬ 
vealed that while the type of 
individual practitioner most 
frequently consulted was a 
private physician (as opposed 
to alternative health practi¬ 


tioners) the type of medical 
facility most frequently uti¬ 
lized was a women’s clinic. 
That women’s clinics are fre¬ 
quently targets of right wing 
violence around abortion may 
not seem like an issue for les¬ 
bian/bi women, but when five 
clinics have been destroyed 
by arson or bombing since 
September of this year, and 
when such clinics are a pri¬ 
mary source of health care for 
our community, the issue be¬ 
comes clear. 

For Garcia, it raised -fur¬ 
ther questions: “We don’t 
know if in fact fewer of the 
women we surveyed are uti¬ 
lizing these clinics now. Prior 
to the right wing attacks on 
clinics, were even more using

them? If we did a phone sur¬ 
vey, would we find out more 
clinics are being targeted, and 
that targeted clinics are expe¬ 
riencing an increased drop 
rate?” 

Laura Weide, a women’s 
health activist who has 
worked extensively teaching 
clinic defense with BACORR, 
agrees that the survey’s find¬ 
ings underline the importance 
of clinics in the lesbian and 
bisexual women’s communi¬ 
ty. 


The religious right's agenda 

“Women’s clinics have to 
be at the forefront of our 
health agenda,” she said, “and 
we can’t allow the marginal¬ 
ization of women’s health 
care by religious right ex¬ 
tremists. These new figures 
show women get our needs 
met at these clinics, including 
HIV/AIDS prevention. The 
religious right’s agenda in at¬ 
tacking our clinics isn’t just 
about abortion, it’s deeply 
anti-woman.” 

On a related note, the view 
of the lesbian couple as 
DINKs (double income, no 
kids) may need revision as 
well. Women surveyed may 
be using their local clinic for 
yet another set of health care 
needs in the next few years, 
like prenatal care and labor 
preparation education, as 62 
percent report they plan to 


become parents. 

Sampling procedures for 
this study included recruiting 
women at street fairs, les¬ 
bian/bisexual events, night 
clubs, and sex clubs, after fo¬ 
cus groups were conducted to 
determine “where lesbian and 
bisexual women, including 
ethnic sub-groups, congregate, 
socialize, and hang out.” 
Thus, the study’s authors say, 
’’The resulting sample can 
best be described as represen¬ 
tative of socially active les¬ 
bian and bisexual women in 
San Francisco.” (Italics theirs.) 

If in this relatively young 
(median age 30.6, with 50 per¬ 
cent 18-29), definitely social 
population almost two thirds 
plan to parent, would we find 
even more interest in children 
if we surveyed the “general” 
lesbian/bisexual population? 
“Probably,” says Garcia, but 
she cautions that the un¬ 
known donor or medical in¬ 
semination methods preferred 
by 62 percent of the women 
planning pregnancies are “a 
costly endeavor, and there are 
limited resources available.” 


"Ask more questions" 

Despite the cost, “The 
whole issue of health care ac¬ 
cess and parenting is becom¬ 
ing a big issue, on the rise for 
lesbians and gay men. There 
are more and more lesbians 
who are, if not considering it, 
already seeking to get preg¬ 
nant.” Once again, Garcia sees 
further questions to be asked: 
“Why are people choosing to 
parent or be sexual in one 
way or another? We could go 
much deeper, try different 
kinds of questions.” 

In fact, for Garcia, as wel¬ 
come as the new studies are, 
and as rich in new informa¬ 
tion, the surveys represent “A 
start,” because so much re¬ 
mains to be learned. “All this 
costs money; if we don’t [do 
follow-up studies], maybe oth¬ 
ers will get the idea, and be¬ 
cause of these studies do 
more work in the lesbian and 
bisexual women’s communi¬ 
ty.” 

Finally, a myth that has 
been slow to die is the one 
that says AIDS’ impact has 
been negligible in the wom¬ 
en’s community. Almost nine 
out of ten women surveyed 
report otherwise: 87 percent 
say the epidemic impact on 
their lives has been serious 
and personal. As Virg Parks 
of ACT UP Golden Gate’s 
Treatment Issues Committee 
points out, “A large percent¬ 
age of women are also saying 
they know women with 
AIDS.” 

Parks would like to get be¬ 
yond acknowledging that 
women get AIDS. “The fact 
that there are lesbians with 
AIDS has overshadowed the 
fact that lesbians are living 
and dying with AIDS,” she 
said. “Let’s talk about the 
care and support issues for 
lesbians with HIV, the fact 
that lesbians with HIV have 
been made to feel like pariahs 
in our own communities. 
That may be changing in San 
Francisco, but in Austin, 
Texas?”T 
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The Real Yerba Buena: 
Marijuana as Medicine

Medical and legal authori¬ 
ties are finally loosening their 
grip on marijuana as a con¬ 
trolled illegal drug and ac¬ 
knowledging its legitimate 
value as a medicinal plant. 
Specifically, marijuana has re¬ 
ceived medical approval as a 
useful medical treatment to 
stimulate the appetite of 
AIDS patients suffering from 
the pernicious effects of wast¬ 
ing syndrome and to amelio¬ 
rate the nausea caused by 
AZT therapy. It has also 
been used to relieve ocular 
pressure caused by the eye 
disease glaucoma, the muscu¬ 
lar spasticity of multiple scle¬ 
rosis, and the nausea induced 
by cancer chemotherapy. 

According to Dennis Per- 
on, Director of Americans for 
Compassionate Use, Dr. Phil 
Lee, Undersecretary of the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services, has initiated 
action at the federal level to 
reclassify marijuana from a 
Class I drug to a Class II 
drug. Class I drugs are con¬ 
sidered dangerous and have 
no medical value, while Class 
II drugs are acknowledged to 
have medicinal applications. 
On the home front, both 
chambers of the California 
State Legislature passed the 
Medical Marijuana Resolution 
(SJR 8) in August, urging the 
President and the Congress of 
the United States to permit 
cannabis/marijuana to be pre¬ 
scribed by physicians. 

Next Tuesday, November 
9, the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors will hold hear¬ 
ings on making the arrest or 
prosecution of those involved 
in the possession or cultiva¬ 
tion of marijuana for medical 
purposes the Police Depart¬ 
ment’s lowest priority. 

The Bay Area Reporter 
decided to take a closer look 
at the medical uses of mari¬ 
juana, its side effects, and the 
best way to use marijuana 
medicinally. 

Medicinal uses 

The principal uses of mar¬ 
ijuana by people with AIDS 
would be to stimulate ap¬ 
petite and to relieve the nau¬ 
sea and vomiting caused by 
anti-HIV drugs and cancer 
chemotherapeutic agents. In 
a San Francisco study involv¬ 
ing 12 patients, implemented 
by Dr. Paul Volberding and 
others to stimulate appetite 
and prevent weight loss due 
to the “wasting away” syn¬ 
drome that frequently accom¬ 
panies opportunistic infec¬ 
tions, the physicians reported 
a median weight loss of 2.1 
pounds per month prior to 
treatment with dronabinol 
(Marinol, a prescription drug 


containing the principle 
choactive component of 
ijuana, delta-9-tetrahydro- 
cannabinol [THC]) and 
dian weight gain of 1.2 
pounds per month after three 
months of therapy. The net 
change was 3.3 pounds per 
month (AIDS 6: 127-138 
[1992]). Other studies also 
support the use of Marinol to 
stimulate appetite and pro¬ 
mote weight gain. 

Marijuana has been used 
successfully to prevent the 
vomiting and nausea that ac¬ 
company cancer chemothera¬ 
py. AZT, which was once 
tested as an anti-cancer agent, 
and is now used as a “front 
line” treatment to block HIV 
replication, causes nausea in

many individuals. According 
to Peron, many individuals 
suffering from AIDS find that 
AZT-induced nausea subsides 
after smoking marijuana. A 
survey of members of the 
American Society of Clinical 
Oncologists found that almost 
half of the survey respondents 
would prescribe marijuana to 
some of their patients, and 54 
percent thought marijuana 
should be available by pre¬ 
scription (Journal of Clinical 
Oncology 9:1314-1319 [1991]). 

Side effects 

A natural concern of indi¬ 
viduals contemplating the 
medicinal use of marijuana is 
of its side effects due to 
chronic use. Some concern 
has been expressed about pos¬ 
sible immunosuppressive ef¬ 
fects of marijuana. Although 
test tube studies have demon¬ 
strated that THC decreased 
the number of T-cell growth

factor (IL2) receptors in a cul¬ 
tured cell line, there is no 
clinical evidence to support 
the contention that marijuana 
precipitates a decline in T-cell 
number or decreases T-cell 
proliferation in HIV patients 
using marijuana under a 
physician’s guidance, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Todd Mikuria, a 
clinical psychiatrist and au¬ 
thority on medical uses of 
marijuana. On the contrary, 
he emphasizes its positive 
role in restoring a normal ap¬ 
petite: essential, along with 
balanced nutrition, in main¬ 
taining a strong and respon¬ 
sive immune system. 

Mikuria issued a caution¬ 
ary note to patients suffering 
from the lung infection Pneu¬ 
mocystis carinii pneumonia 
(PCP): smoke inhalation may 
damage an already impaired 
respiratory system. Further¬ 
more, sporadic reports of fun¬ 
gal infections by Aspergillis 
due to smoke aggravation 
have occurred. He suggested 
that individuals in such a 
predicament resort to using 
the pill form of THC, Mari¬ 
nol, or a vaporization device 
to heat rather than burn THC 
to 318 degrees Farenheit, the 
temperature at which it as¬ 


sumes a gaseous form. 

It was once reported that 
chronic use of cannabinoids 
caused abnormal structural 
changes in sperm and low¬ 
ered circulating levels of the 
male sex hormone, testos¬ 
terone, resulting in decreased 
sexual libido. Subsequent 
studies involving moderate 
doses of cannabinoids did not 
support these contentions. 
The later studies reported 
that while sperm production 
was lower them in non-users, 
there was no evidence of ab¬ 
normal sperm morphology or 
reduced fertility; serum 
testosterone levels were nor¬ 
mal ( Pharmacological Re¬ 
views 38: 1-20 [198611. 

To smoke 
or not to smoke? 

Concerns about the harm¬ 
ful effects of carcinogenic in¬ 
halants in marijuana smoke 
can be circumvented by using 
THC in pill form, Marinol, or 
by filtering the smoke 
through a water pipe. Chem¬ 
ical analysis of water-filtered 
marijuana smoke has estab¬ 
lished that two of three car¬ 
cinogens in the smoke were 
transferred to the water and 
removed from the water- fil¬ 


tered smoke when a “bong” 
was used. Most of the THC 
passed through the water fil¬ 
ter unchanged. Furthermore, 
the water filter removes other 
psychoactive components that 
cause catatonia and reduce 
spontaneous motor activity. 

Proponents of smoking 
marijuana maintain that they 
prefer this method of taking 
the drug because they can 
titrate the dosage effects to 
personal taste. Marinol, they 
maintain, is dispensed at a 
rather high dose, resulting in 
over-medication and needless 
financial expense. Further, 
some of the beneficial psy¬ 
chotropic effects of marijuana 
are derived from components 
other than THC, the only 
cannabinoid included in Mari¬ 
nol. 

Proponents of Marinol, on 
the other hand, argue that 
they prefer this method of 
taking the drug because of 
the carefully controlled qual¬ 
ity and consistency of the 
manufactured product, and 
because of its ready availabil¬ 
ity by prescription. They in¬ 
clude those who prefer a 
smokeless environment or are 
adherents of the campaign 
against cigarette smoking. ▼

Dr. Andy Zysman, an emergency 
physician at Kaiser Hospital in Red¬ 
wood City until his retirement in 1989, 


was a iccipient of the 1993 AIDS Hero 
Award from Mobilization Against 
AIDS for his work on the treatment 
issues committee of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate and his role in expediting the 
testing and approval of new drugs. He 
led the successful drive to have 
BurroughsWellcome cap the price of 
acyclovir and fought discrimination 
against HIV-infected health care 
workers. He co-sponsored the two 
largest local fundraisers for ACT UP, 
convincing hundreds of doctors to sup¬ 
port treatment activists. 

Andy was a founder of the San Jose 
AIDS Foundation and served on the 
governing boards of the National AIDS- 
KS Foundation and the American 
Association of Physicians for Human 
Rights. He was a member of the Com¬ 
munity Constituency Group, which ad¬ 
vises the federal government’s AIDS 
Clinical Trial Group on drug-trial 
design.

Angry AIDS Activists Bring 
Out Their Dead at Sacto Demo

SACRAMENTO - A 
group of about 70 demonstra¬ 
tors, a coalition of ACT UP 
chapters from around the 
state, held a riveting “Day of 
the Dead” political funeral 
and demonstration in Sacra¬ 
mento on Friday, October 29. 

Unfortunately, what was 
essentially a poignant illustra¬ 
tion of the human cost of gov¬ 
ernment apathy was marred 
by a confrontation with the 
State Police, and media cov¬ 
erage concentrated on the 
scuffle rather than the serious 
message the demonstrators 
brought to the state capital. 

Sacramento city police had 
cleared Capital Mall from 
Third Street to the Capitol in 
preparation for the event. 
Evan Deerfield, one of the 
mourners carrying the ashes 
of loved ones, told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “I had to 
bring Everett [Denman, a San 
Francisco/Sacramento ac¬ 
tivist] back to Sacramento 
one last time.” A woman at 
Deerfield’s side carried the 
ashes of Colin Blakeney; they 
were flanked by marchers, 
covered with black funeral 
cloth and flowers, carrying 
signs on sticks with crossbars. 

Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence walked in dignity be¬ 
side a real coffin on wheels. 
From under the coffin came a 
funereal Gregorian chant that 
droned sadly through the air. 
Drummers hit measured, 
solemn beats on their drums 
and occasional horns blew a 
mournful, foghorn sound that 
brought state and federal em¬ 
ployees to the windows of 
their offices. 

Spectators appeared 
stunned as they read the signs 
and the names. One demon¬ 
strator — wearing a tiger 
striped body glove, rhinestone 
drop earrings, and a lush 
moustache — carried a sign 
that caused more than a few 
people to comment: “Looks 
Don’t Kill,” it read, “Wilson’s 
Vetoes Do.” 

The names went by in a 


parade. Jim Ferguson. Dr. 
Andy Zysman. Michael 
Wright. A hospital gurney 
with a dummy on it went by. 
Devron Wondercheck. Lloyd 
Dixon. Warren Piece. A small 
styrofoam casket was carried 
with the sign, “Babies Lost 
To AIDS.” James Dobson. 

Edward Zold, one of the 
demonstration organizers, 
talked about AIDS budget 
cuts. “A flat budget is in ef¬ 
fect, a cut. It affects education 
and prevention, alternative 
test sites, confidential testing, 
children’s services, home 
health, adult day care, home¬ 
less shelters and the essential 
AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
gram,” Zold said. 

Needle exchange laws and 
California OSHA laws to pro¬ 
tect workers against virulent 
forms of tuberculosis “be¬ 
cause it’s airborne,” are also 
important issues, he said, 
adding that mental health 
AIDS counseling programs, 
research at the University of 
California, AIDS treatment at 
state correctional facilities, 
and treatment for IV drug 
users will all be adversely af¬ 
fected. Of even more concern 
is the negative effect on assis¬ 
tance programs like SSI, 
MediCal, and AFDC, and the 
jeopardy of Ryan White fund¬ 
ing. 

No permit, no demo 

When the procession ar¬ 
rived in the park-like circle at 
the State Library, it was met 
with mounted State Police of¬ 
ficers and other officers on 
foot in riot gear. A lieutenant 
from the State Police spoke 
with demonstration organiz¬ 
ers and told them they could 
not proceed onto state proper¬ 
ty without a permit, but that 
he would issue an immediate 
permit to them if they signed 
for it. 

The leaders apparently 
had heard about an incident 
that occurred at a candlelight 
vigil in front of the federal 
building, where officials tried 
to charge the Lambda Center, 
organizers of the vigil, for the 
costs of cleaning up the can¬ 


dle wax. One said, “Signing 
the permit will allow them to 
use revenge tactics — they’re 
going after people for dam¬ 
ages.” 

“We’re here with the re¬ 
mains of people who have 
died of AIDS,” organizers 
told police. “We’re asking you 
not to be violent with us.” Af¬ 
ter more negotiations with 
the officer, demonstrators — 
who were by this time actual¬ 
ly on state property — started 
to lay down. “We have been 
shut out of that building, out 
of the policies being made in 
that building: the genocidal 
policies they have made over 
our dead bodies,” one demon¬ 
strator told the B.A.R. 

Another demonstrator said 
to police “If you knew our 
pain, you would escort us up 
those stairs.” 

There was a scuffle with 
police as horses blocked 
demonstrators from crossing 
the police line. “Wilson is at 
the disaster in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia — we want him to come 
back and look at the disaster 
he’s created in public health 
policy,” said Terry Lorah. 
“We want to go up to the 
Capitol and bring Wilson the 
icing on his cakes — the re¬ 
mains of the people we 
loved.” 

As demonstrators took the 
ashes from the containers, 
clouds of ash floated over the 
heads of police. Then one 
demonstrator with AIDS was 
struck in the kidney area by a 
police baton. MacKenzie 
Matthew Chappell had a red 
area on his back and com¬ 
plained of feeling nauseated 
and dizzy after the incident. 
“We had no expectation of vi¬ 
olence,” he said. “We’re a non¬ 
violent group. Why are we 
met with such violence and 
hatred? The points we need 
to make to Wilson are accu¬ 
rate points — like needle ex¬ 
change works.” 

Everett Denman and Colin 
Blakeney never made it to the 
Capitol on Friday. Or Tim 
Warford. Or Joel Dawes. Roy 
Frisch. Larry Tbzzio. Stan 
Hadden. Ora pro nobis. ▼

Cypress Hell

D uring an October 24th 
concert at the S.F. 

Civic Auditorium, the 
popular hip-hop band 
Cypress Hill attempted to 
whip the crowd into a homo- 
phobic frenzy. Between songs, 
the group’s lead rapper, B. 

Real, made viciously homo- 
phobic statements. As the au¬ 
dience cheered, B. Real 
screamed, “All homos and fags 
in San Francisco, fuck you!” 

Yesenia Aguirre and Kris¬ 
ten Ochoa, two Latina lesbians 
who left the concert, told 
GLAAD that they felt Cypress 
Hill was “encouraging a group 
of hundreds of people to ha¬ 
rass us.” Aguirre and Ochoa 
added, “One of the reasons we 
first bought Cypress Hill’s mu¬ 
sic was because of the group’s 
diversity. As Latinas, we like 
B. Real’s rhymes in Spanish 
and we, of course, supported 
another brother who made it. 

We cannot tell you how disap¬ 
pointed we are, and how sad 
we are to see that B. Real can 
express his own truths and ex¬ 
periences about oppression, 
and still blatantly engage in 
the oppression of others.” 

Following public outcry, 
apologies — of a sort — were is¬ 
sued by Cypress Hill, Co¬ 
lumbia Records, and radio sta¬ 
tion KMEL. KMEL, which 
had promoted the concert, has 
promised to remove Cypress 
Hill from the station’s play 
list. Said program director 
Joey Arbagey: “We’re not go¬ 
ing to support anybody de¬ 
grading anybody else.” 

Buzz Tone Entertainment, 
which manages Cypress Hill, 
released this statement: “Cy¬ 
press Hill regrets any pain or 
distress this incident may have 
caused members of the gay 
and lesbian community. Cy¬ 
press Hill does not in any way 
agree with, support, or con¬ 
done anti-gay and lesbian vio¬ 
lence whether verbal or phys¬ 
ical.” 

Excuse us? Shouldn’t that 
statement have read “Cypress 
Hill no longer condones vio¬ 
lence?” Screaming “fuck you” 
at “all Homos and fags in San 
Francisco” not only condones 
violence ... it is violence. Un¬ 
fortunately, Buzz Tone’s “apol¬ 
ogy” is marred by an un¬ 
healthy dose of denial.

within the U.N., and because 
the North American Man/Boy 
Love Association (NAMBLA) 
is a member of ILGA, pe¬ 
dophiles are now, somehow, 
an official threat to the world 
order. 

“Tonight you won’t believe 
who’s won the right to advise 
the United Nations,” King 
squawked. “A gay rights al¬ 
liance with U.N. standing is 
supposed to be the world’s hu¬ 
man rights watchdog. After 
tonight, you may wonder if 
the U.N. knows what’s hap¬ 
pening in its own back yard.” 
King’s guests were Peter 
LaBarbera (the editor of a ho¬ 
mophobic newsletter decep¬ 
tively titled the Lambda Re¬ 
port), Julie Dorf (director of 
the International Gay and Les¬ 
bian Human rights Commis¬ 
sion and ILGA secretary), and 
Bill Andriette (official ped¬ 
erast). 

The inclusion of LaBarbera 
(rather than a bona fide expert 
on the sexual abuse of chil¬ 
dren) was as inflammatory and 
insulting as King’s ugly intro¬ 
duction.

Or, 
you could tell King that you 
believe heterosexuals are de¬ 
stroying the country and ask 
him if he’ll put you on televi¬ 
sion the next time (and EV¬ 
ERY time) he has a straight 
guest.

Because every major 
heterosexual character on the 
show is in a sexually-active re¬ 
lationship, it is particularly in¬ 
sulting that Matt’s first sem¬ 
blance of a partnership in¬ 
volves a marriage of conve¬ 
nience. 

So far, the producers of 
Melrose Place have done very 
little to develop Matt’s charac¬ 
ter. In fact, there have been 
very few references to Matt’s 
gayness this season. When 
Matt accepted Ratja’s “propos¬ 
al” he said, “It’s not that I 
think I’ll never find the right 
someone, it’s just that I want 
to do this for you.” Why 
couldn’t Matt have simply said 
“right man” instead of “right 
someone?” 

Melrose Place has the po¬ 
tential, the power and — pre¬ 
sumably — the good will to do 
something positive for our 
community. Keep the pressure 
on. They might just get it.

PAWS Puts on the Dog 
To Celebrate New Space

Pets Are Wonderful Sup¬ 
port, the group that helps 
more than 600 people with 
HIV disease living at home 
with their pets, celebrated the 
official opening of its new 
headquarters at 539 Castro 
Street on Thursday, October 
21, with an open house. 

The organization serves 
clients throughout the entire 
Bay Area, although most are 
located in San Francisco, ac¬ 
cording to outgoing founding 
board member Ken Gorczyca, 
D.V.M. [Doctor of Veterinary 
Medicine]. 

Now seven years old, with 
an agency budget of an esti¬ 
mated $250,000 raised primar¬ 
ily through individual donors 
and a few grants, PAWS is 
considered a national model 
for human/animal bond pro¬ 
grams and is recognized as a 
leading authority on human/ 
animal-related diseases of con¬ 
cern to people with immune 


deficiencies. 

Earlier this month, the 
agency conducted a day-long 
summit for veterinarians and 
the staffs of more than a 
dozen similar groups from 
around the country during 
the annual Delta Conference 
in St. Louis, Missouri. 

According to Gorczyca, the 
summit was an opportunity 
for people in the human/ani¬ 
mal bond field working with 
people with HIV to meet each 
other and share ideas, re¬ 
sources, and support. 


Educating straights 

“It brought together almost 
all of the leaders in the hu¬ 
man-animal bond and AIDS 
movement. It also included a 
lot of straight veterinarians 
and groups,” Gorczyca told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

The summit was also an 
opportunity for PAWS-type 
groups to educate members 
of straight groups attending 
the Delta Conference on Hu¬ 


man-Animal Interactions, who 
may have gay clients, about 
gay-related issues—and about 
AIDS. 

The Summit Conference 
was hosted by PAWS St. 
Louis, and participants were 
feted at its conclusion with a 
desert reception and enter¬ 
tained by some of St. Louis’s 
renowned “female illusion¬ 
ists,” including Miss Gay 
America. 

“They gave us a wonderful 
welcome and it was just spec¬ 
tacular,” Gorczyca said. 

The services that PAWS 
provides its clients include 
pet food and supplies, veteri¬ 
nary care, pet walking for 
those PWAs who are unable 
to do so for themselves, foster 
care, and the adoption of ani¬ 
mals in the the case of com¬ 
plete disability or death.

Damaged Care

L ast month I attended 
the sixth National 
AIDS Update Confer¬ 
ence, a generally an¬ 
nual gathering in San Fran¬ 
cisco of AIDS service 
providers from across the 
country. The current NAUC 
evolved by merging a number 
of individual professional as¬ 
sociation events (nurses, social 
workers, etc.) and has always 
suffered something of an 
identity crisis. It’s clearly not 
a cutting-edge medical re-

search powwow, like the big 
international AIDS confer¬ 
ences, and it has long since 
outgrown its original mission 
of disseminating basic treat¬ 
ment and prevention info. It’s 
smaller than it used to be, 
and a number of exhibitors, 
notably the major condom 
manufacturers, no longer 
bother to participate. 

But a number of promi¬ 
nent AIDS doctors always at¬ 
tend — the Bay Area being 
well-furnished with them — 
and policy wonks from back 
east always enjoy a fall junket 
to San Francisco. According¬ 
ly, the NAUC has become 
something of a social policy 
forum. As such it could not 


help but focus, this year, on 
the proposed Clinton adminis¬ 
tration health care reforms 
and their likely impact on the 
struggle against AIDS. This 
focus was dramatized by the 
appearance, during the last 
sessions of the conference, of 
Christine Gebbie, the new 
AIDS coordinator (or, infor¬ 
mally, “the AIDS czar” ). 

The preliminary assess¬ 
ments by the assembled 
health care workers, legisla¬ 
tive assistants, PWA advo¬ 
cates and accountants were 
not encouraging. The Clinton 
administration, as we all 
know, believes the plan will 
produce universal health care 
at a lower cost in just a few 
years, while simultaneously 
reducing the budget deficit. 
Skeptics of a conservative 
stripe (Republicans and insur¬ 
ers, mostly) say it will inhibit 
research, reduce the quality of 
medical care, and bankrupt 
small businesses — in other 
words, merely continue the 
status quo but with still more 
bureaucratic bumbling. Even 
this less optimistic view fails 
to consider a third alternative: 
that the plan will completely 
bomb and stumble headlong 
into the abyss over which it 
seeks to leap. 

Medicaid Mills 

The plan as presented so 
far — and it’s constantly evolv- 


on every issue, the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration prefers to pre¬ 
sent an always moving target 
— harbors many opportunities 
for disaster from the AIDS 
perspective. The Ryan White 
money, billions earmarked 
for PWA care, would likely 
be “folded back” into the gen¬ 
eral health budget. The long¬ 
term disability care proposed 
by the plan would require a 
“functionality test” far more 
stringent than that currently 
employed and make qualifica¬ 
tion for benefits about five 
times harder. 


Over the course of the 
AIDS epidemic in America, 
there’s been a steady shift of 
PWAs from private insurance 
to Medicaid and Medicare 
programs, as the largely un¬ 
regulated insurance industry 
gradually dumped HIVers (or 
suspected or likely HIVers) 
into the safety net. The Clin¬ 
ton plan would loot those pro¬ 
grams and “fold back” most 
of their funding into the re¬ 
formed system. The adminis¬ 
tration assures us that the 
slack would be picked up by 
the newly formed local insti¬ 
tutions, but this is just their 
happy estimate. If it’s overly 
optimistic, it’s the PWAs who 
will be left uncovered. 

The plan is still work 
based, and as such subject to 
the whims and prejudices of 
employers. It is still family 
based, and in most places 
won’t provide coverage to gay 
and lesbian domestic partners 
of eligible employees. It ex¬ 
cludes all non-nationals and 
undocumented workers from 
any sort of coverage. And by 
preserving the insurance in¬ 
dustry, it pretty much guaran¬ 
tees inequality of services. 
The top tiers will likely con¬ 
tinue to get quality coverage, 
but the bottom tiers, depend¬ 
ing how short the funding 
gets, may end up stuck in 
“Medicaid Mills,” storefront 
Doc Shops that grudgingly 
yield minimal services as fast 
and cheap as they can to pa¬ 
tients who have no choice be¬ 
cause no other provider will 
touch them. 

Soulless Technocrat 

So the question boils down 
to how hard will the Clinton 
administration fight to imple¬ 
ment its plan — how success¬ 
ful will they be at standing 
down those who benefit from 
the current system and how 
loyal will they be to the inter¬ 
ests of PWAs and the other 
health consumers at the back 
of the bus? To judge from the 
presentation of Gebbie, the 
new AIDS czarina, I wouldn’t 
bet my life on any of those 
points. 

She radiated regal disdain 
for any hint of doubt about 
the program. “The Clinton 
health care plan is a good 
one, built on the strengths of 
the current system [?] and is 
the best we could hope to ac¬ 
complish in the U.S. today,” 
she asserted. She brushed 
aside the concerns mentioned 
above when they were raised 
by members of the audience. 
“We can’t address every ‘pet’ 
issue,” she snapped on more 
than one occasion. When spe¬ 
cific topics like the lack of dis¬ 
ability care were addressed, 


she either waffled (“I haven’t 
read that part of the docu¬ 
ment yet”), cited obscure sub- 
paragraphs no one else had 
seen, or simply washed her 
hands of it (“The insurers will 
fight that tooth and nail — 
you’ll have to really mobilize 
your forces if you want it”). 

Gebbie vowed to continue 
her “dialogue” with the AIDS 
community, which begs the 
question of “what dialogue?” 
The Clintons’ hand-picked ex¬ 
perts, notably excluding any 
community representatives, 
met in an ivory tower and 
emerged from their think 
tank, stone tablets in hand, to 
lay down the law and present 
the best of all possible “in the 
U.S. at this time” plans. Now 
they’re getting ready to talk 
turkey with the insurers but 
have yet to show much inter¬ 
est in consumer input. 

The fact that Hillary Clin¬ 
ton recently talked tough

about the evil insurance in¬ 
dustry which is trying to 
block her perfect plan only 
made me more nervous. Ev¬ 
ery time the Clintons have 
loudly rattled their sabers in 
the past, it’s been the signal 
for an imminent retreat. Bill 
said he was going to lift the 
ban on gays in the military, 
then ended up not only reaf¬ 
firming it but also begging 
the Supreme Court to set 
aside a recently won restrain¬ 
ing order freezing the policy 
(the Court complied, and the 
witch hunts which were de¬ 
layed by the lower court rul¬ 
ing have now resumed). 

Bill said he was going to 
send planes to Bosnia if the 
Serbs didn’t stop raping and 
“ethnic cleansing” the Mus¬ 
lims. He said this on three 
separate occasions, but he ul¬ 
timately backed down and 
the “cleansing” continues. He 
told President Aristide of

out, and pro-gay individuals 
were voted in. 

GLS has since then be¬ 
come a model Sierra Club 
Chapter. So much a model 
chapter, in fact, that ex-GLS 
president and Chairman of 
the Sierra Club Publications 
Committee Golden was nom¬ 
inated by the Sierra Club for 
a position on the once-homo- 
phobic committee. 

Golden considers himself a 
classic example of a gay-ac¬ 
tivist gone green. A one-time 
Dade County, Florida, resi¬ 
dent, he was one of many 
who fought Anita Bryant’s 
70s anti-homosexuality cam¬ 
paign. Golden, then a Miami 
Herald journalist, is currently 
a lawyer in Marin, where he’s 
also working to set up a les¬ 
bian and gay elders program. 

Before GLS, Golden had 
never backpacked — although 
he loved to hike — but in GLS 
he met people who taught 
him the ins and outs of back¬ 
packing. Backpacking gave 
him a new respect for nature. 
He explained, “When you vis¬ 
it nature, you do it on na¬ 
ture’s terms. You don’t go in 
to conquer it. It is not like a 
video game.” 

Early on, Golden became a 
GLS hike leader and got ac¬ 
tive in the organization. 
“They didn’t have any guide¬ 
book on how to be a hike 
leader,” he said, “So I inter¬ 
viewed some friends in the 
club and wrote a hike leader’s 
guidebook for the gay and les¬ 
bian units. This is still in use.” 

Eventually he became 
GLS chair, but, he found, 
“When I became the chair of 
the GLS, our membership 
had dropped 40 percent. I was 
quite concerned about that, so 
I worked very hard through 
the year to stop the decline.” 

Golden’s recruitment 
methods were highly creative. 
He explained, “I’d go to a 
meeting of some organization,

Haiti that he would support 
his return — and the country’s 
to democracy — but backed 
down after a few hundred 
thugs rioted in protest. He re¬ 
sponded to reverses in Soma¬ 
lia by dispatching thousands 
of reinforcements — then days 
later announced plans for a 
complete withdrawal. After a 
year in office, his pattern is 
clear enough: protest loudly 
then quietly give in. 

If Hillary really thinks the 
insurers are the Great Satan 
of the American health care 
system, why isn’t she cam¬ 
paigning to eliminate them 
via a single-payer approach? 
This tough talk is her last 
bluff before rolling over and 
playing dead. Some sort of 
plan, however flawed, must 
be passed if Clinton is to win 
re-election in ’96, and that is 
all that this administration 
and their soulless technocratic 
spin doctors care about. After 
they win a second term (they 
no doubt tell themselves), 
they’ll try to put some teeth 
in their reforms. 

Try not to get sick until 
then. ▼ 


I’d take a slide show created 
by GLS photographers and 
I’d tell people — you see this 
place out here, you own it! 
And if you’ve never been out 
to inspect your property, 
come with me, and we’ll 
show you your real estate.” 
He’d organize GLS booths 
large lesbian and gay events. 
He’d recruit GLS members to 
visit well-attended events and 
carry large picket signs saying 
things like: “For the cheapest 
good time in the Bay Area 
call GLS.” And members 
would hand out club informa¬ 
tion and phone numbers. By 
the end of Golden’s tenure as 
GLS chair, membership in¬ 
creased 60 percent — from 780 
to 1,200 members. 

Currently the San Francis¬ 
co Bay Chapter of the Sierra 
Club’s membership is in de¬ 
cline: it’s down to 36,000 from 
40,000 a few years ago, and 
Golden is ready to find out 
what’s going wrong. 

He told the B.A.R., 
“That’s part of the reason 
why I’m running. The reces¬ 
sion has hurt all environmen¬ 
tal organizations across the 
United States, but the club 
might not be connecting into 
peoples lives as well as it 
might.” 

“As a kid I used to hike a 
lot,” he said. “My sister and 
I’d take friends on little ‘jour¬ 
neys’ where we’d invent trips 
and hikes to go on. Today I’m 
still doing the same thing. 
Leading the Sierra Club is re¬ 
ally no different. You just go 
to interesting places around 
trees and over rocks. It is 
fun.” T

San Francisco's Most Popular Gathering Place For 
WOMEN And A Few Good Men 
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Judy Grahn: At Home in the World at Last 



by Nisa Donnelly 

I n the beginning was the 
Word — then came Judy 
Grahn to emancipate it. 
At 53, Grahn is the poet 
laureate of lesbian-feminism, 
the woman who reclaimed 
gay culture with her ground¬ 
breaking book, Another 
Mother Tongue: Gay Worlds, 
Gay Words, and who sent a 
goddess into an underworld 
lesbian bar in The Queen of 
Swords. Now, she’s rewritten 
history, or at least a good part 
of it, with Blood, Bread, and 
Roses: How Menstruation 
Created the World. The book 
is an astonishing look at 
women’s contributions to the 
world’s cultures, technology 
and science from prehistoric 
times to the present. 

In a recent interview be¬ 
fore she departed for a nation¬ 
al book tour, Grahn told me 
that her book was important 
because it gives women a 
new way of being in the 
world. “I want women to feel 
at home in the world, that’s 
probably the main contribu¬ 
tion this book will make,” she 
said. “As soon as 1 had fin¬ 
ished writing it, I felt at home 
in the world. Quiet. I under¬ 
stood that so many things we 
take for granted grew out of 
women’s rituals. And I be¬ 
came a different person — se¬ 
rious, but lighter-hearted and 
more possessive of the world 
than was ever true before. 
And after finishing the book, 
other women say the same 


thing.” 

Like Another Mother 
Tongue, which is widely 
used in gay and women’s 
studies courses, Blood, Bread, 
and Roses brings contempo¬ 
rary issues into focus by ex¬ 
ploring the past and dissect¬ 
ing the language, which is 
paralleled by the author’s 
own very personal recollec¬ 
tions. Recalling the emotional 
shame of adolescence, Grahn, 
who had prayed nightly as a 
child that God would turn her

into a boy, writes: “In a few 
months, I will turn 13; the 
event I have prayed for more 
than a year never to happen 
to me will happen to me. God 
will not intervene to turn me 
into a boy at the last minute.” 
Instead, like virtually all ado¬ 
lescent girls, she is taken 
aside by her mother to listen 
to a fumbling explanation of 
biology. “I cannot tell 
whether (my mother’s) ex¬ 
pression is from embarrass¬ 


ment, sorrow or fear that my 
life will now resemble hers.” 

Masculine vs. Feminine 

But this book is not simply 
a recollection of girlhood, in¬ 
stead it is an exploration of 
myth and tradition, language 
and science, and speculation 
of how the world has cultural¬ 
ly evolved and what is need¬ 
ed if we, as a species, are to 
survive. “There are lessons 
that this culture could clearly 
benefit from today,” Grahn 
says. “We need to understand 
that individualism and free¬ 
dom are very, very valuable, 
but that nature has cultures of 
its own and we must interact 
and negotiate with them 
rather than run roughshod 
over them. The solely mascu¬ 
line point of view that says 
we have to take control of all 
of nature. The feminine point 
of view doesn’t say that. It 
says we’re all in this together 
and we set limits in order to 
accommodate all these differ¬ 
ent cultures. We need that 
now more than ever before.” 

Grahn believes we are at a 
point in time where change in 
society must occur and that 
change will inevitably come 
from understanding feminine 
traditions. “We’re in a crisis 
of technology and social rela¬ 
tionships,” she says. “We need 
new terms for what an econo¬ 
my really is. And I’ve defined 
it as a conversation, a dia¬ 
logue. There are so many ma¬ 
chines that now can do work, 
so what does that mean for 
the people who don’t own the 


machines? What does that 
mean for huge parts of the 
population that appear to be 


left out of the economy? 
What, indeed, is work? That 
(Continued on page 40)

Director Hopes Comedy Lightens the Burden of AIDS 

'Jeffrey': Laughter in the Dark

W e’ve spent over a 
decade with the 
AIDS crisis, and 
gay playwright 
Paul Rudnick thinks we need 
a good laugh. After a series of 
wrenching, powerful AIDS 
plays like Larry Kramer’s 
The Normal Heart and Tony 
Kushner’s Angels In America, 
Rudnick offers us something 
unusual: Jeffrey, an AIDS 
comedy. Audiences have in¬ 
deed felt the need to laugh, 
making Jeffrey, a big hit in 
New York, where it still 
running nearly a year after 
opening Off-Broadway, and in 
Los Angeles. San Francisco 
audiences can see what all the 
fuss is about now that Jeffrey 
has opened at Theatre on the 
Square. 

In Jeffrey, Rudnick, the 
author of I Hate Hamlet and 
the screenplay for the upcom¬ 
ing Addams Family Values, 
is not saying AIDS is in itself 
funny — hardly. He’s exposing 
the humanity that is some¬ 
times overshadowed by the 
heartache and the horror. 
AIDS theater has not spent 
much time dwelling on the 
humor that in real life makes 
the tragedy bearable. Jeffrey 
is a modern-day sex farce that 
lambastes our fears of death, 
sex (and all the related absur¬ 
dities), being gay, being 
straight and falling in love. 

The eponymous leading 
character, a self-described 
lover of sex, faces the fact of 
modern, protected, highly 
conscious sex and decides he 
cannot deal with it, so, no 
more sex. No sooner does Jef¬ 
frey make this decision than 
Mr. Right comes waltzing 
into his life. It may be love at 
first sight, but Jeffrey must 
force himself to abstain. The 
torture of courtship is further 
complicated by the fact that 
Mr. Right is HIV-positive. 
Along for the comic ride are 
Jeffrey’s dynamic best-friend 
boyfriends: an elder queen 
with impeccable taste and a 
studly young Cats dancer 
who also happens to be HIV¬ 
positive. Throw the four cen-

tral characters on a Les Mis- 
like turntable, heap on a mad 
rush of supporting characters 
and you’ve got the first big 
AIDS comedy. 

No Coming Out Story 

Christopher Ashley, Jef¬ 
frey’s wunderkind 29-year- 
old director, says Jeffrey is 
an important play because it 
allows people to laugh. ‘ Jef¬ 
frey says that not only is it 
okay, but it is necessary in 
the ’90s, the age of AIDS, to 
find humor, to find lightness, 
to find joy, he says. “This is a 
place some people are not 
able to go. They feel that in 
and around a very serious dis¬ 
ease, it’s not possible to have 


laughter.” 

Playwright Rudnick has 
said the “seed” moment for 
the play came when visiting a 
friend in the hospital who re¬ 
fused to die nobly. He fash¬ 
ion-critiqued his nurses and 
never stopped causing a 
ruckus. “It’s not that the sad¬ 
ness is devalued,” Ashley 
says. “It’s just that one of the 
responses has to be: where 
can you find lightness and 
connection, not just fear and 
unhappiness.” 

Ashley also considers the 
play revolutionary in that it 
does not deal with coming 
out. “Every gay play I’ve 
read, in the center of it 
somewhere in it, there’s 
this ‘Oh my God!’ I’m 
gay and I can’t let any¬ 
one know about it!” In 
Jeffrey, every character, 
in effect, says ‘I’m gay. 

That’s 


the way it is.’ I think the fact 
that being gay is a given in 
this play is a fantastic thing. 
It couldn’t have been written 
20 years ago, or even ten or 
five.” 

Though the play is cen¬ 
tered around AIDS, Ashley 
does not like to label Jeffrey 
an issue play. “This play is 
about living at this moment 
in the gay community and 
how we respond to the fear 
around us whether that fear is 



about AIDS, or commitment, 
or sexuality, or being 
bashed...whatever you’re 
afraid of that stops you from 
connecting to another human 
being.” 

Local Talent 

Ashley says there are very 
few plays he could direct 
three times. “I’d be screaming 
bored, ” he says. “But it’s im¬ 
portant to me that people see 
Jeffrey because it is about 
right now. It deals with issues 
that are my issues and my 
friends’ issues, but at the cen¬ 
ter of the play is a human re¬ 
lationship. If you’re human 
and you’re not deeply bigot¬ 
ed, then you can relate to the 
central relationship and care 
about it. You want these peo¬ 


ple to get together and be 
okay.” 

Each production takes on 
its own personality, Ashley 
says, and that personality 
comes from the cast. The San 
Francisco cast boasts mostly 
local talent — Morgan Strick¬ 
land as Jeffrey and Darlene 
Popovic in all the women’s 
roles to name two — and 
some prime out-of-towners. 
Stephen Caffrey, Fuzzy in 
Longtime Companion, is Jef¬ 
frey’s would-be love interest, 
and Judy Garland/Barbra 
Streisand impersonator Jim 
Bailey dons pants to play 
Sterling, Jeffrey’s interior de¬ 
signing chum. 

Bailey, who said no to a 
proposed “Judy Garland as

A look at a most untra- 
ditional, traditional 
family, Chronicle 
film critic Edward 
Guthmann’s first film, Return 
to Cameroun, is a focused, 
richly evocative memory 
piece that bravely asks con¬ 
temporary audiences to put 
aside preconceptions and trav¬ 
el back in time as Guthmann 
searches for his family’s roots 
in Western Africa. 

Guthmann’s grandfather, 
Fred Hope, was a Presbyteri¬ 
an missionary in Cameroun 
from 1907 until his forced re¬ 
tirement in 1945. He founded 
an innovative industrial 
school for Bulu tribesmen, 
while his wife, Roberta, 
taught the women nutrition 
and child care. Their 
poignant love story (they 
were married on the ship that 
carried them to Africa) is re¬ 
called in letters read by Gena 
Rowlands and Pat Hingle. 
Isolated from their families in 
America, the couple raised 
five daughters in the remote 
Cameroun village of Elat, 110 
miles inland from the Atlantic 
coast — at a time when few 
people questioned the work 
of American Christians on 
foreign soil. 

Opening and closing with 
footage of a 1989 trip to 
Africa taken by Guthmann 
and two of his aunts, Return 
to Cameroun uses stills, 
archival footage, Guthmann’s 
own narration, and interviews 
with his mother and aunts to 
tell the intimate story of a 
family living in a time and 
place that, when he started 
the project over six years ago, 
Guthmann knew little about. 


“The story of my mother’s 
childhood in Africa with her 
grandparents was almost 
mythic to me when I was 
growing up,” Guthmann told 
me in a recent interview. 

“It was this very exotic, 
mysterious world that I didn’t 
have firsthand knowledge of, 
and my curiosity kept build¬ 
ing as I got older. I had a 
strong desire to record the 
story and preserve it so that 
later generations would have 
access to it and it wouldn’t be 
forgotten.” 

Making Connections 

While issues of race, impe¬ 
rialism and religion provide 
Return to Cameroun with a 
potent subtext, it’s primarily 
a film about family and what

it means to feel connected to 
other people. For Guthmann, 
there’s a link between his ex¬ 
ploration and his own homo¬ 
sexuality. 

“I probably won’t have 
children, and this movie is 
something I can leave behind 
instead of children. When 
you’re gay or lesbian and get 
to a certain age and you think 
about your life and your con¬ 
nection to your family and 
the world, I think you sort of 
have to manufacture a family 
or a sense of a family or com¬ 
munity. [By making the 
movie,] I wanted to feel a con¬ 
nection with my family and 
to find out who my grand¬ 
parents were. I think being 
gay increased that desire be¬ 
cause I don’t have a wife and 
children.” 

Missionary life required 
that the Hopes live three 
years in Cameroun and then 
spend a year in the States be¬ 
fore returning for another 
three-year stint. For the 
daughters this pattern meant 
constant upheaval until, as 
teenagers, they returned to 
the U.S. for high school, leav¬ 
ing their parents behind. 

Degrees of Separation 

Separation — the girls from 
their parents, Fred from his 
wife while on furlough, the 
family from America, Guth¬ 
mann from his past — is the 
central theme in the film, and 
while the daughters have 
fond memories of a unique 
upbringing, they also reveal 
mixed feelings about their 
parents. 

At one point his Aunt Es¬ 
ther tells the off-camera Guth¬ 
mann, “I’m really slow getting 
to know people because when 
I was younger I’d get close to 
someone and then have to say 
good-by.” 

“They all felt that to some 
degree,” says Guthmann. 
“There’s a reticence and shy-

ness they all have as a result 
of that experience. ... My 
mother would like to deny it, 
but in her heart of hearts, she 
felt abandoned. She doesn’t 
want to say anything unkind 
about her parents, but her sis¬ 
ter Winifred is very clear 
about it. She felt a loss.” 

' The daughters, white- 
haired, well-spoken, charming 
and in their seventies, remem¬ 
ber their father, Fred, as a 
fun-loving, often humorous 
man whose sense of purpose 
in Cameroun, and love for the 
people and the landscape, 
never wavered. While their 
stories — happy memories of 
traveling by steamship and 
playing with baby gorillas, 
and painful ones of separation 
and loss — give the film its 
heart, its spirit is found in 
Fred, the towering, powerful 
figure who inspired Guth¬ 
mann’s search. 

“In some ways Fred was 
this benevolent, forgiving fa¬ 
ther figure. I feel that having 
made the movie and read his 
letters, I’m very connected to 
him. 

“He was part of a mission 
that taught the Bible and con¬ 
verted people to Christianity, 
but what he was doing specif¬ 
ically was introducing, 
through the industrial school, 
self-sustaining trades and 
skills to the men of Camer¬ 
oun. The industrial school 
aided them in the transition 
from colonialism to indepen¬ 
dence, and it was important 
that all the teachers he 
trained were native men, so it 
would be self-generating by 
the African people and they 
wouldn’t be dependent on 
white folks, Americans.” 

Personal Sacrifice 

Guthmann, who spent a 
great deal of his own money 
on Return to Cameroun (he 
suffered a setback when some 
of his work was lost in the 
Oakland hills fire in 1991) and 
is now in debt because of it, 
has no regrets. 

“The stage I’m in now, 
marketing, selling the movie 
and myself, I don’t like so 
much. It’s hard to sell myself. 
I’m not used to being a public 
person. But the creative part 
of making the film was the 
real joy for me. Putting it to¬ 
gether and seeing it take 
shape. I’m feeling sort of nos¬ 
talgic for that. When I fin¬ 
ished, it was like postpartum 
depression.” 

For gay audiences Return 
to Cameroun is a thoughtful, 
gentle reminder that the con¬ 
cept of “family” — which so 
many would like to deny us — 
comes in all kinds of unex¬ 
pected shapes and sizes. ▼

History Lesson, 
Celebration 

No one perceives the 
world quite like Barbara 
Hammer, which is why we’re 
lucky she films her unique vi¬ 
sions. In Nitrate Kisses, she 
explores lesbian and gay his¬ 
tory — its creation, manipula¬ 
tion and destruction. There’s 
a message here about the 
fragility of any generation’s 
discourse: all that’s left of the 
vibrant lesbian life of pre- 
Nazi Berlin, for instance, are 
faded memories and sketchy 
concentration camp records. 
But Nitrate is more than a 
history lesson. It’s an erotic 
celebration of the irrepress- 
ibility of homosexual desire — 
in the face of threats of cen¬ 
sorship and death — over this 
century. Hammer’s elliptical, 
yet always comprehensible, 
narrative style matches her 
subject perfectly.

Banned in the U.S.A. 

Speaking of censorship, its 
dogged cinema artists since 
the dawn of their medium. 
The Pacific Film Archive has 
assembled a nifty, 27-film se¬ 
ries of some notable targets of 
various guardians of public 
morality. That censorship is 
ultimately about social con¬ 
trol can be gleaned from a list 
of the ideas from which the 
supposedly impressionable 
masses have been “protected”: 
interracial love (Pinky, 1949); 
sex (Ecstasy, 1932; I Am 
Curious — Yellow, 1967); 
birth control (Where Are My 
Children, 1916); nontradition- 
al takes on religion (The Mir¬ 
acle, 1948; The Last Temp¬ 
tation of Christ, 1988); and 
homosexuality (Looking for 
Langston, 1988; Tongues Un¬ 
tied, 1989; Poison, 1991; Hen¬ 
ry and June, 1990; Flaming 
Creatures, 1963; and Scorpio 
Rising, 1963).

Banned in Britain 

Banned not here but in 
Britain were two French-lan¬ 
guage propaganda films Al¬ 
fred Hitchcock made for the 
British government during 
World War II. While making 
the 26-minute Bon Voyage, 
about an RAF pilot who un¬ 
wittingly helps a German spy 
eliminate members of the 
French Resistance, Hitch ob¬ 
served that relations between 
the Free French and the 
Vichy collaborators were 
complex and often duplici¬ 
tous. Consequently, Voyage 
and the 31-minute Aventure 
Malgache are quite dark — 
and hardly the glowing trib¬ 
utes to Resistance efforts the 
British Ministry of Informa¬ 
tion had in mind. Though not 
on a par with his master- 
works, the well-made shorts 
are most interesting artifacts. 
They play with a 1973 
Richard Schickel documen¬ 
tary on Hitchcock. At the Cas¬ 
tro (621-6120), Nov. 8-9.

Richard Wagner's 'DieMeistersinger' 

Highs and Lows

W agner’s comic 
Die Meis¬ 

tersinger von 
Numb erg is one 
of the great treasures in 
opera, and its first perfor¬ 
mance this season at the San 
Francisco Opera last Thurs¬ 
day was an enjoyable affair, 
even if what the audience got 
was more like a snapshot of a 
late Rembrandt self-portrait 
than the real thing. 

Set in the middle of the 
16th century on midsummer 
eve and day, Meistersinger i s 
the story of the young knight 
Walther von Stolzing (tenor 
Ben Heppner) and Eva (sopra¬ 
no Karita Mattila) who fall in 
love at first sight. However, 
her father, Pogner (bass Jan- 
Hendrik Rootering in his SF 
Opera debut) has promised 
her hand in marriage to the 
master singer who wins a 
song contest. Also wooing 
Eva is the town clerk, 
Beckmesser (baritone Robert 
Orth in his local debut). At 
the center of the story is Hans 
Sachs (baritone Bernd Weikl 
in his SF Opera debut), a 
character modeled on an his¬ 
toric poet-cobbler who actual¬ 
ly lived in Nuremberg and 
wrote a play called Tristrant 
und Isalden in 1553. In the 
end, Walther’s song carries 
the day, he wins Eva and is 
acclaimed a master singer. 

Brevity was not Wagner’s 
strong point and Meis¬ 
tersinger takes five hours to 
tell its happy tale. Fortunately 
Thursday night, music direc¬ 
tor Donald Runnicles con¬ 
ducted superbly, giving a 
nicely shaded, propulsive, al¬ 
ways musical reading of the 
score. The orchestra, once 
past a troubled tuba in the 
overture, was truly world 
class, the solo woodwinds 
were often gorgeous and the 
horns covered themselves 
with glory, playing in tune 
and even delicately when re¬ 
quired. Bravi tutti. 

Top vocal honors went to 
the young lovers, Walther and 
Eva. Heppner was especially 
thrilling, singing with elan, 
positively sailing through this 
lengthy assignment, with only 
one miscalculation in the fa¬ 
mous Quintet. What a treat to 
hear this role actually sung in 
the theater rather than coped- 
with. (When was the last time 
you heard a young helden- 
tenor in the theater with an 
effortless trill? More than 
once, I thought of the great 
Leo Slezak.) 

Mattila’s Eva was a de¬ 
light, radiantly glowing in her 
first scene with'Walther and 
emotionally vibrant through¬ 
out. If she does not yet phrase 
as masterfully as Tiana Lem- 
nitz or Maria Reining, that 
can be learned and may come 
with time. 

So-So Sachs 

Hans Sachs is probably 
one of those roles, like Don 
Giovanni, that has so much 
potential no singer can con¬ 
vey it all in a single perfor¬ 
mance. Weikl’s warm, mellow 
voice is easy on the ears, 
though vocally he did more 
successful coping than persua¬ 
sive singing. He captured 
much of the humor and 
neighborliness of the cobbler, 
but Sachs’ tremendous au¬ 
thority, as well as his melan¬ 
choly and resignation, were 


missing. 

Wagner wrote high E’s 
and F’s for the bass-singing 
Pogner, but Rootering sailed 
through his part with ease. As 
David, Lars Magnusson 
looked fabulous and sang 
well, though a less metronom¬ 
ic rendition to his first scene 
would have been more effec¬ 
tive. 

John Del Carlo’s Kothner 
(especially his descending 
triplet sixteenth-note passage 
in the first act) and Catherine 
Keene’s Magdalene were also 
outstanding. Unfortunately, 
Keene mugged throughout as 
if she were on The Carol Bur¬ 
nett Show. But she and Orth 
were performing their roles 
for the first time and so, pre¬ 
sumably, relied heavily on 
Lotfi Mansouri’s direction. It 
failed them both. 

Orth’s Beckmesser was a 
total caricature, vocally and 
dramatically, which undercut 
the emotional vibrancy of the 
score in a truly distressing 
way. Wagner certainly intend¬ 
ed Beckmesser to be the 
heavy in the story. He is 
spiteful, and pedantically con¬ 
cerned with details at the ex¬ 
pense of the whole (some 
would say he behaves like a 
typical music critic.) But he is 
not the taller brother of 
Mime, the evil dwarf in 
Siegfried. There is no reason 
to make him ridiculous to the 
point of absurdity. 

Sketchy Direction 

Like a writer who never 
uses two words if he can 
cram in 12, Mansouri has 
added gratuitous actions to 
Wagner’s already detailed 
stage directions, like having 
the bruised and battered 
Beckmesser reappear after 
the Night Watchman (strongly 
sung by Victor Ledbetter) 
leaves the stage at the end of 
Act II, thereby negating some 
of Wagner’s most beautifully 
ethereal music. Or having

III. 

When composers like Wag¬ 
ner (and Puccini) wrote specif¬ 
ic stage directions in their 
scores, they also wrote music 
to accompany them, giving 
these movements even more 
power. When stage directors, 
apparently not trusting either 
the composer or the audience, 
try to “improve” the score, or 
to “make it relevant” they of¬ 
ten end up destroying much 
of the opera’s impact, as often 
happened Thursday. 

For instance, at the end of 
the opera when Sachs is 
praised by the citizens of 
Nuremberg, Weikl seemed 
overwhelmed with humility,

doing a good imitation of dig¬ 
ging his toe in the dirt (some¬ 
thing that’s never effective 
once one is over 18, as Sach’s 
certainly is), before running 
offstage in embarrassment, 
only to reappear a few mo¬ 
ments later as if leading his 
team back into the stadium 
for the second half of the Su¬ 
per Bowl. This false humility 
only undercuts the emotion 
Wagner’s music conveys so 
brilliantly by itself. 


Meistersinger, originally, 
was to have received a new 
production this season, but 
those plans were scrapped for 
lack of money. Given the 
strong musical pluses, it was 
better to revive the work in 
Robert Oswald’s old designs 
than not have it at all. But the 
sets for Acts II and III are par¬ 
ticularly provincial and inef¬ 
fective. 

After a rough beginning 


(off-pitch singing and totally 
ignoring Wagner’s dynamics) 
Ian Robertson’s chorus, aug¬ 
mented by members of the 
Oakland Symphony Chorus, 
steadily improved, culminat¬ 
ing in a ringing third act 
“Wach’ auf!” ▼

Remembering Bo 

The Listener, A Novella and Four Stories 

by Bo Huston; St. Martin's Press, $17.95

B o Huston is gone, but 
not forgotten. When 
the young author of 
The Dream Life and 
Horse and Other Stories died 
last spring from complica¬ 
tions due to AIDS, we lost an¬ 
other major talent just coming 
into his full artistic powers. 
Huston’s last book, a collec¬ 
tion of stories and a novella 
entitled The Listener, has 
just been published by St. 
Martin’s Press, a publication 
that will be celebrated this 
weekend by a reading of ac¬ 
claimed writers who were 
also Huston’s friends. 

In what can only be called 
an “all-star” line-up, the read¬ 
ing, featuring Dorothy Alli¬ 
son, Dodie Bellamy, Dennis 
Cooper, Bob Gluck, Kevin 
Killian and Sara Miles, will 
take place at Josie’s Cabaret 
and Juice Joint on Sunday, 
November 7, from 4 to 6 p.m. 
Gluck, author of Jack the 
Modernist, calls the Huston 
tribute “a spirited gathering 
of his friends” and promises it 
will be “a randy event, not 
somber or dignified, an enter¬ 
tainment. We plan it as a 
reading with a lot of high 
jinks.” This is in step with 
Huston’s work, which, though 
peopled with loners, the dis¬ 
possessed and alienated, was 
never grim, did not settle for 
despair. 

The new book pleases and 
astonishes. The title novella 
finds Paul, a gay man from 
San Francisco, escaping the 
city and its memories of dy¬ 


ing friends for a type of spir¬ 
itual retreat, a housesit in a 
small town on the north 
coast. Writes Paul in a letter 
to his sister: “A few years ago, 
I’d go to memorial services of 
people who’d died of AIDS, 
and the tragedy, the waste 
was shocking, seemed unbear- 
able. Now, services have 
come to be routine gestures; a 
few of us hang out on the 
church steps, smoking 
cigarettes, distinctly unhyster- 
ical. People crack a few jokes. 
We’ve all got so used to this

horror.” 

The Listener alternates 
chapters between Paul and 
Jane, an eccentric who scan¬ 
dalizes the town’s gossips 
with her crazed behaviors 
and the abusive treatment of 
her young son. Before novel-

la’s end, Jane undergoes an 
odd spiritual transformation 
and becomes something of a 
faith healer. The story veers 
off into fictive territory remi¬ 
niscent of Flannery O’Connor, 
a master of the Southern 
Gothic whom Huston called 
one of his favorite authors. It 
seems an odd twist until you 
re-examine the whole story as 
a spiritual parable, concerned 
with redemption of the soul 
and the possibility of salva¬ 
tion. 


No Cliches 

The collection’s four sto¬ 
ries are moving in their por¬ 
trayal of the marginal types 
in whom Huston specialized, 
society’s oddballs presented 
without apology or plays for 
sympathy. “This Is Not That,” 
the story of a young ne’er-do- 
well who comes home to his 
mother to die, is striking for 
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its straightforward treatment 
of a potentially melodramatic 
scene. The protagonist of 
“Freud’s Big Trouble” is a 
man who may or may not be 
guilty of child molestation. A 
third story concerns a discon¬ 
tented elementary school 
teacher who finally snaps dur¬ 
ing her work day, breaking 
many of the taboos set up 
around children. Finally, in 
“My Monster” Huston bril¬ 
liantly evokes the social os¬ 
tracism of a stranger based 
upon fleeting impressions. 
The monster of the tale, a guy 
named Robert, turns out to 
be a fairly decent sort, once 
he is seen with a job and a 
briefcase. 

The reading at Josie’s will 
be a kind of community cele¬ 
bration for a tight-knit com¬ 
munity of writers and read¬ 
ers. Dodie (The Letters of 
Mina Harker ) Bellamy told 
me she will be reading a 
piece she wrote for Sam 
D’Allesandro, another young 
gay writer we lost to the mer¬ 


ciless plague. Dennis (Frisk ) 
Cooper will make a rare San 
Francisco appearance. Kevin 
(Shy ) Killian will read a sto¬ 
ry he wrote in collaboration 
with Huston. And as for 
Dorothy (Bastard Out of Car¬ 
olina ) Allison, as Gluck says, 
“With Dorothy, you never 
know whether you should 
rent out Dodger Stadium for 
her fans.” 

“Bo was one of the most 
talented writers in town,” Kil¬ 
lian says. “He was always 
very amusing and perceptive 
of people. And he never let 
his own illness get in the way 
of writing or of living. He re¬ 
ally was an angel who walked 
among us.” ▼

No Ordinary 
Octogenarian 

Coming Unbuttoned 

by James Broughton; City Lights, $11.95

A lthough it is clearly 
we who should be 
showering him with 
gifts and gratitude on 
his 80th birthday, that master 
magician and shameless 
sprite of gaiety, James 
Broughton has given us, an 
adoring public, a most fetch¬ 
ing present — his memoirs, ti¬ 
tled simply, Coming Unbut¬ 
toned. 

Although his mother in¬ 
tended him to be a surgeon, 
marry well, and make pots of 
money, Broughton’s destiny 
was quite different, and this 
witty and impudent account 
of his diverse travels, profes¬ 
sions and friendships covers 
all continents and careers, 
both high and low, from the 
Merchant Marines to 
academia. It presents us with 
fresh and frequently sassy 
views of his many famous 
friends, including Jean 
Cocteau, W.H. Auden, 
Pauline Kael, Anais Nin, and 
especially, Alan Watts. Some 
sacred cows are mercilessly 
slaughtered — I’m still shiver¬ 
ing from Broughton’s choice 
skewering of Ms. Nin — while 
others gain in stature from 
Broughton’s expose, particu¬ 
larly Mr. Watts. 

Indeed, Coming Unbut¬ 
toned is a dish-feast. The au¬ 
thor seems to have sharpened 
his teeth for this one, and 
there’s more than a touch of 
settling the score. The high 
gossip quotient of the book, 
aided as much by 
Broughton’s lack of restraint 
in self-revelation as by the 
easy flow of his prose, may 
cause many readers to merely 
skim the tome looking for 
naughty nuggets. But this 
would be a mistake, for the 
book’s true heart and fre¬ 
quently touching depths are 
revealed only upon a slower 
reading. 

Spiritual Mission 

At the age of three, 
Broughton experienced the 
major epiphany of his life. 
Looking out his window one

autumn night, he saw a naked 
boy step out of a whirring 
ball of light. Young James 
knew he was heaven-sent; he 
was Hermy, and he represent¬ 
ed a company whose business 
was health care for the soul. 
And, he tells us, Hermy 
wanted James to work for 
them. 

The vision insisted 
Broughton would always be a 
poet. He would worship won¬ 
der and celebrate life. His 
chief tool, proferred by the vi¬ 
sion as a gift, would be merri¬ 
ment: James was to be a 
spokesman for the Big Joy. 

And in a long career as an 
experimental filmmaker and 
poet, Broughton has done just 
that. Whenever he was down 
in the dumps, he would ask 
himself if he was letting 
Hermy down. “What are you 
doing to persuade men of 
their holiness?” he would ask 
himself. “How’s your field 
work going for the Big Joy? 
Did you forget that life is an 
ever-expanding audacity?” 

Such an agenda may, in 
part, explain Broughton’s ea¬ 
gerness to prick. For in¬ 
stance, he recounts how he 
deflated Elsa Gidlow, a stuffy 
English poet, “conscientious 
lesbian and something of a 
witch,” when she reacted with 
a frown to a pithy verse he 
wrote encapsulating Bud¬ 
dhism. “Do you always use a 
rhyming dictionary?” she 
snuffled, to which he replied,

Making Waves with The Ocean Blue 


Atypical Suburban 


Boys

W ith their bright 
melodies and pi¬ 
quant harmonies, 
I initially dubbed 
East Coast band, The Ocean 
Blue, as “the Air Supply of 
the ’90s.” I didn’t think it was 
that insulting, but when I 
told this to keyboardist Steve 
Lau in a recent B.A.R. phone 
interview, he heartily dis¬ 
agreed. 

“I’ve seen it written where 
we’ve been called ‘wimpy,’ ” 
he said. “And I suppose if you 
compare us to the current 
trend, we are lighter than a 
lot of other bands, but at least 
we don’t do sappy love songs. 

And he’s right. Lead singer 
and songwriter David 
Schelzel prefers the bete 
noire, intellectual approach, 
as evidenced by the laconic 
profundities of the 
Kierkegaard-inspired “Ei¬ 
ther/Or” from their just re¬ 
leased third album, Beneath 
the Rhythm and Sound. 

The Ocean Blue, composed 
of four very cute guys who 
don’t look a bit like they’re 
from the small middle-Amer- 
ica town from whence they 
hail, was formed in Hershey, 
Pennsylvania, a decade ago. 
The four came together (pun 
not intended, but it’s a nice 


fantasy) when they discovered 
each other as social outcasts 
in their suffocating, con¬ 
formist, suburban milieu. 
(Isn’t this the genesis of all 
rock bands?) 

In the beginning they 
played all the local clubs in 
town, which was great except 
no one wanted to hear their 
songs, so for a while they did 
mostly cover tunes, including 
in their sets songs by U2 and 
R.E.M. — music that was just 
starting to break through the 
Bon Jovi-encrusted conscious¬ 
ness of mid^Os middle Amer¬ 
ica. 

The band didn’t get its 
first big break until 1988, 
when they signed on with 
Sire/Reprise. One year later, 
they released their debut al¬ 
bum, the self-titled The 
Ocean Blue. The record was 
an instant hit, earning acco¬ 
lades almost overnight from 
major critics and winning 
fans on the college radio cir¬ 
cuit, an important test market 
for any up-and-coming band. 

Queen Among Kings 

Now, of course, The Ocean 
Blue has entered puberty and 
come face to face with the 
typical — and not so typical — 
kinds of problems that dog 
most bands at this crucial age. 
For one thing, Steve revealed

his homosexuality to his 
bandmates. “I think my com¬ 
ing out was a growing period 
for all of us,” Steve told me, 
adding later that the pressure 
put on him from the record 
company to not come out 
didn’t help matters. 

This, coupled with band- 
mates’ increasingly divergent 
artistic interests, resulted in 
1991’s slightly melancholy 
Cerulean, a quasi-concept al¬ 
bum that took fans by sur¬ 
prise, not because it was bad, 
only that it seemed more pre¬ 
occupied with mood and tex¬ 


ture than strong songwriting. 

Their latest release, how¬ 
ever, finds the band returning 
to form. Concentrating more 
on individual songs, Steve 
readily admits, made this “a 
much easier record to make.” 
The first single, the gentle 
and soaring “Sublime,” has al¬ 
ready received wide critical 
acclaim and airplay. Though 
some fans complain that the 
band sounds too highly pol¬ 
ished these days, the overall 
product is not inconsistent 
with their earlier material, 


only now there’s clearly more 
variation among the songs. 

With their first headlining 
tour underway, the band 
seems well-poised for a foray 
into the Big Time. “This is 
the first time we haven’t been 
an opening band,” Steve told 
me about their current tour. 
“And it’s so much nicer to go 
out on stage and know that 
everyone is there to see you.” 
T

Marne” show to be in Jeffrey, 
is thrilled to be in trousers 
and in a play. “I’ve waited a 
long time for this,” he says. 
When asked about the last 
time he wore pants and got 
paid for it, he answers, “Oh, 
God, who can remember back 
that far?” (For the record it 
was in a Canadian film called 
The Surrogate). Bailey actual¬ 
ly began his career in theater 
with roles in shows like The 
Diary of Anne Frank and 
Bells Are Ringing, so Jeffrey 


isn’t such a stretch. But Bailey 
never leaves Judy far behind. 
He says he is doing things she 
never got to do in her life¬ 
time. “She always wanted to 
do a Broadway show,” he 
says.

All Heart 

Yet the imp in Broughton 
was always at work trying to 
move people from head to 
heart, so that the intellect 
could not prevent experience 
of the Big Joy. This is touch¬ 
ingly demonstrated in his rec¬ 
ollections of Alan Watts, the 
man whose writings did 
much to popularize Eastern 
philosophies in this country. 

Although publicly an open- 
hearted, expansive and en¬ 
lightened man, Watts escaped 
personal isolation in drink. 
The books he wrote, which 
helped so many others, were 
little consolation to him, for 
books were all concepts, and 
how, Broughton asked point¬ 
edly, does one take hold of a 
concept? Illuminating for us 
the primary quest of his life 
and work, Broughton asks: 


How does one experience the 
heart of your mind? 

With Coming Unbuttoned 
we have a life story that is 
both touching and meaning¬ 
ful, one told with great verve, 
a dash of vulgarity and no 
shortness of feeling. I can’t 
image the memoirs of any 
other octogenarian bearing 
such frisky immediacy and 
wondrous merriment. Here, 
in the gift of his life which he 
makes to us all, we can once 
more find the holiness and 
wonder, the Big Joy of it all.

a choice. That’s true of many 
writers whose work is radical 
— they are likely to start a 
press, unless they have a 
friend with money and we 
didn’t have any of that. But 
we did have lots of enthusi¬ 
asm. And we discovered that 
once there’s a press, then 
there’s a readership. And as 
women began wanting to 
read exclusively about them¬ 
selves and with a brand-new 
content centered on their real 
lives, there became what is 
now called a market. At that 
point, we certainly didn’t 
think about a market; we 
thought about a political con¬ 
stituency. But within three or 
four years, we had a market 
as well as a political con¬ 
stituency.” 

The Common Woman Po¬ 
ems would go on to earn 
Grahn international acclaim 
as one of the first lesbian-fem¬ 
inist poets of the radical 70s. 
During that decade, she 
would author Edward the 
Dyke, the She Who poems, 
and a pair of anthologies ti¬ 
tled, True to Life Adventure 
Stories, which contained sto¬ 
ries by many young lesbian 
authors, such as Dell 
Richards, who would go on to 
build stellar careers. 

The publishing movement, 
though, was taking its toll on 
Grahn. “I was trying to live 
on coffee and cigarettes and 
kerosene fumes from the 
press. I just about collapsed.” 
Then in 1979, the press closed 
after being vandalized. 

Judy Grahn’s career as a 
printer was over, but in many 
ways her work as a serious 
poet was just beginning. She 
was able to devote herself to 
writing in ways she’d only 
imagined before. “I took a year 
or two to recover myself. I 
changed my diet, some habits 
of mind and so on, and to my 
great relief I could concentrate 
on my own work.” That was 
when she began doing the re¬ 
search she needed for her 
mythological work. The result 
was her compelling Queens 
Chronicles of poetry, which 
has so far resulted in the crit¬ 
ically acclaimed Queen of 
Wands and the Queen of 
Swords. Grahn is also the au¬ 
thor of The Highest Apple 
and a lesser-known eco-femi- 
nist novel Mundane’s World. 
She received a Lammy in 1990 
for Really Reading Gertrude 
Stein, a book appreciating the 
works of her mentor. ▼

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Happiest Time 

Calling Blood, Bread, and 
Roses her masterwork, 
Grahn says it was a project 
more than 20 years in the 
making which took her more 
than three years to write. She 
says it was the happiest time 
of her working life. “After I 
realized that I had a new ori¬ 
gin story, I was nearly in a 
state of levitation for almost a 
year. I worked night and day. 
And while it’s based on schol¬ 
arly research, it takes place 
inside my real life and also in¬ 
cludes a running monologue 
about my mother and how I 
looked at my mother’s life 
and about certain ways she 
had of raising me. I began to 
see that all modern practices 
can be traced back to things 
that happened in an elemen¬ 
tal and formative way in men¬ 
strual seclusion rites. I began 
to gather more and more in¬ 
stances in ordinary life that 
might connect.” 

That connection extends to 
the genders, as well. “What I 
realized when I did Another 
Mother Tongue was that 
there was no possible way to 
explain and understand gay 
culture if you only looked at 
one of the genders — I had to 
look at both of them to see 
the whole picture. And that’s 
true in this book as well. 
Even though it’s about men¬ 
struation and origin, there’s 
this dance that goes on be¬ 
tween women and men as we 
try to teach each other the dif¬ 
ferent things we have learned 
through blood ritual.” She 
hopes that gay men, whom 
she describes as cultural 
shamans because they are so 
often in the forefront of un- 
derstandingchange, will “take 
this book, read it, and share 
the ideas with other men.” 

In Blood, Bread, and Roses 
- the title is taken from the 
early 20th-century labor 
movement and a meditation 
on the cultivation of roses and 
women’s lives — Grahn ob¬ 
serves: “We have all been 
shaped by our ancestral ideas 
... We are all here in the 
forms our ancestors revered 
because they thought that 
was what kept the world to¬ 
gether ... But now we have 
new tools with which to see 
ourselves whole.” 

It’s as though we’ve been 
asleep, she says, as though we 
don’t remember where any of 
our culture has truly come 
from. Quoting from her book, 
The Queen of Wands, she 
asks: “ ‘Who shall wake us/if 
we don’t wake ourselves?’ If 
we remember again, I believe 
we can change to a new point 
of view. It’s time now for his¬ 
tory to take a turn, and this 
book will help it take that 
turn.” 

Hard Working 

Now one of the best-selling 
women poets working in 
America, Grahn’s career — al¬ 
though she doesn’t describe it 
as that so much as a body of 
work — stretches back to the 
late 1960s, when she first 
joined forces with a few other 
women to found the first les¬ 
bian-feminist organizations 
and then the Women’s Press 
Collective, the first all-wom¬ 
en’s publishing house in the 
country. The Press Collective, 
which published work by the 
late Pat Parker, among oth¬ 
ers, was founded more by ne¬ 
cessity than desire. “Being a 
lesbian, there was no way I 
could be published,” Grahn 
recalls. “I could either stop 
writing and become a com¬ 
pletely oral poet, or I could 
start a press. I didn’t want to 
run a press, but there wasn’t 
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Grahn

needs to be redefined. Blood, 
Bread, and Roses gives us a 
new set of terms to think 
with. What makes us human. 
Where did we come from? 
What are our minds made of? 
I’m saying our relationship to 
menstrual rites has given us 
methods of thinking, what I 
call ‘menstrual logic.’ And as 
soon as we remember these 
things — and this book goes a 
long way toward doing that — 
we’ll have a new sense of 
what kind of animal we are. 
There are many different 
choices about being human 
that don’t necessarily mean 
tearing up the entire earth 
and turning it into crafts or 
settling everything through 
warfare or having family sys¬ 
tems along the same lines 
that they have been. There 
are many alternatives. We’ve 
used them in the past and we 
can use them again.”

would only have an out edi¬ 
tor. When he hired me, I was 
the only out gay editor in 
New York. 

How did you go from there 
to becoming an author? 

I had no intention of being 
a writer. I just started writing 
Mr. Benson in Drummer in 
1978. That got the whole 
thing going. By the way, the 
late George Whitmore was 
one of the few people who 
understood that Mr. Benson 
was a comedy. People didn’t 
understand that. They 
thought it was real. They saw 
an archetype where I saw a 
cartoon. 

Why pornography? 

Pornography was a place 
where I did not expect the 
judgment of the academy 
which said I could not be an 
English major. While I was 
growing up, there was no 
world outside of Easton and 
the academy. Feeling as I did, 
that I was the outsider, com¬ 
bined with my sexuality, 
meant I was barred. But 
when Drummer and maga¬ 
zines like it began, they were 
not barred to me. 

Whereas more literary ones, 
like Christopher Street, 
were? 

That’s what I thought. I 
started as a porn writer, and I 
started to feel comfortable 
with that. I’m always writing 
to a particular audience. I’m 
having an intimate conversa¬ 
tion with this audience, and if 
someone else can hear what 
we’re saying, that’s fine. All 
that dates from my moving to 
Maine. Before, I was feeling 
my way. 

I still have my “Looking for 
Mr. Benson” T-shirt. It had 
an effect. 

Partly because the porn 
that was being published, 
most of the writing was terri¬ 
ble and not very inventive. I 
was writing about real fan¬ 
tasies, about locales that my 
readers knew. What hap¬ 
pened was that in some way I 
caught that moment in time. 
1978. You remember in the 
Castro and in Chelsea how 
the leather scene was just get¬ 
ting going, the boys out on 
the corners at night, the back¬ 
room clubs. ... And when you 
have audience response like I 
did with Mr. Benson, it sort 
of slaps you in the face, and 
you think, Well what are you 
going to do now? 

Isn’t there a self-destructive 
element to pornography? Its 
function is to make you 
horny enough to come? 

Then what? It’s disposable, 
no? 

If porn is not striking, then 
it’s disposable. I’m told by 
readers how often they return 
to it. So the repetition, the 
turning back to it, has mean¬ 
ing. It also teaches. We’re not 
at all finished with our sexu¬ 
ality. Porn gives us new ways 
to reflect on what life is like. 
What stimuli do we respond 
to? And a lot of gay men 
aren’t responding so much to 
the transgressive nature of 
porn, but to the stories it tells. 
Because the stories are al¬ 
ready familiar. 

In “The Theatre of Sexual 
Initiation,” you write about 
the “ritualization” of the 
'theatrics” developed at the 


Mineshaft and similar places 
in the ’70s. Theatrics is an 
initiation into manhood? 

That essay was written 
for a theatre anthology, and 
what I was doing was show¬ 
ing how a place like the Mine- 
shaft could be considered the¬ 
atre. I wanted to take the 
reader through it, as the read¬ 
er would go into any other 
theatre space. 

But anyone who’s been in a 
sex club knows that some¬ 
thing beyond “playing” is 
happening. Is humiliation 
always a part of the initia¬ 
tion into manhood? Is pain? 

Neither is needed. But ex¬ 
posure is part of what is go¬ 
ing on. Exposure in many dif¬ 
ferent ways. Being at a bath 
house, for example, is being 
naked— exposed— in front of 
other men. Performing public 
sex is the same thing. 

In “What Happened,” you 
write of how the S/M scene 
has softened. 

As more and more men 
join these organizations, it’s 
become clear to me that if 
they were straight, they’d be¬ 
long to the Rotary Club. 
They’re really more intent on 
being part of a group that ha. 
very little to do with sex. 
Now, there are Slave Schools 
and Top Schools, and the 
Slave and Top Schools get to¬ 
gether for a sort of final ex¬ 
amination. The wonder—and 
banality — of S/M is how it is 
so easily codified. But there’s 
a level of intent beyond that 
which can never be codified. 

And now there’s all this 
business of who initiates and 
trains who. Lately, more and 
more, it’s the bottom who 
does the training. It seems to 
me that the top should be the 
mentor and the initiator. That 
was my experience. To have 
an S/M scene run by a bunch 
of pushy bottoms is very 
bizarre to me. 

In “How Dare You Even 
Think About It?”you bring 
up the situation of HIV-posi¬ 
tive and AIDS-symptomatic 
people having sex. 

The outrage is telling 
HIV-positive and HIV-symp¬ 
tomatic people not to have 
sex. The stealing of your sex¬ 
uality. ... When I first got my 
diagnosis, I saw that happen¬ 
ing to me and saw that it was 
something I collaborated in. 

You Ve got two books com¬ 
ing out, Flesh and the 
Word — Volume 2 and My Li fe 
As A Pornographer. 

And I’m doing a third vol¬ 
ume in the Flesh and the 
Word series. I’ve got a fabu¬ 
lous dirty story about Har¬ 
vard. I got this really good, 
hot story, and when I reached 
the end, I found that the au¬ 
thor had footnoted it! 

Of the new essays, two of 
my favorites are quite hu¬ 
morous, “Underwear as 
Pornography” and “A Mod¬ 
est Proposal for the Support 
of Pornography.” 

The modest proposal is 
that everyone should put out 
for porn writers, especially 
me. I wrote that because I 
wasn’t getting enough sex. ▼

Richard Labonte, manager 
of A Different Light Book¬ 
store and one of the organiz¬ 
ers of the Book Fair, spoke to 
the B.A.R. recently about the

“The store had a booth at 
the fair in 1992. And although 
there was some gay and les¬ 
bian programming, it is noth¬ 
ing like what will be happen¬ 
ing this year. There will be 
three panel discussions, two 
on Saturday and one on Sun¬ 
day addressing the specific 
concerns of the lesbian and 
gay community’s presence in 
the publishing industry. One 
panel will discuss gay and les¬ 
bian children’s books, another

book business. 

Labonte noted, “It is cost¬ 
ly for single publishers to get 
involved in the fair, so I came 
up with the idea of a consor¬ 
tium. This way the cost of a 
booth is defrayed among 
many small publishing hous¬ 
es, and they each have a 
chance to display their 
books.” In addition to books, 
magazines of all persuasions 
will be on display and for 
sale, including Slippery 
When Wet, Frighten the 
Horses, Steam and other 
publications. 

“As a bookseller I think 
I’m typical,” said Labonte. 
“We tend to spend a great 
deal of time in our own 
stores, and being involved 
with the Book Festival gives 
me a chance to meet other 
booksellers.” 

When asked to comment 
about the state of current gay 
and lesbian publishing 
Labonte said, “I think books 
are better written and edited 
than years ago. In 1979 we 
carried approximately 900 ti¬ 
tles, or 3000 books, and now 
we carry 14,000 titles, which 
is about 35,000 to 40,000 
books. People will come in 
and ask why we don’t carry 
cook books, but we can only 
carry so much.” T

Preparing for the NPC Bodybuilding Competition 


Posing Action

The annual October Na¬ 
tional Physique Committee 
(NPC), an untested event, 
known as “The San Francisco 
Contest,” draws good solid 
competition from a large 
number of local bodybuilders, 
including gays and lesbians. 
This year the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter followed two body¬ 
builders who started in the 
lesbian and gay bodybuilding 
scene — Neil Nabbefeld and 
Denise Ward — through the 
recent NPC competition. 

The last three days before 
a contest — the cut-off time for 
working out — consists pri¬ 
marily of mental preparation 
and posing. On Thursday, 
two days before the show, 
Nabbefeld was feeling very 
relaxed. He enjoyed his new 
found freedom and relaxation 
listening to music on the 
stereo and doing little things 
around the house he usually 
doesn’t have time for. When 
the B.A.R. caught up with 
Nabbefeld he said it was first 
day putting carbs back in his 
diet (“carb depletes” are a 
common bodybuilding prepa¬

ration, as they help trim off 
fat and water). As anyone 
who has ever dieted for a con¬ 
test will tell you, foods are 
drugs, and as such, the elimi¬ 
nation or addition of certain 
items can severely change 
your emotional state via bio¬ 
chemistry. Because carbohy¬ 
drates provide energy, a day 
without carbs is a day with¬ 
out sunshine. Nabbefeld ad¬ 
mitted to having felt so badly 
the night before our interview 
that he very nearly came to 
tears. However, Nabbefeld 
was philosophical about his 
discomforts. He realized that 
they would soon pass. It is the 
goal, not the process, that he 
focused on. “I’m a very goal- 
oriented person. It’s hard for 
me to do something unless I 
have a goal, which is one of 
the reasons that I compete. I 
don’t do it for a boyfriend or 
my job, but for me. It keeps 
me in shape and I like push¬ 
ing myself hard.” 

Longtime Weight Trainer 

Nabbefeld said he’s been 
weight training for at least 12 
years, but it’s only in the past 
four or five years that he’s be¬ 
gun doing what he calls “seri¬ 
ous bodybuilding.” Physique 
’90 was his first show, fol¬ 
lowed closely by Gay Games 
III in Vancouver, where he 
and I were a team (we re¬ 
ceived the gold medal for 
mixed pairs.) Since then he’s 
participated in many contests, 
running the gamut of gay, 
straight, tested and untested 
shows. 

Nabbefeld trains year- 
round, with a three month 
“off” period during which 
time he works out only three 
times per week. During this 
time he concentrates primar¬ 


ily on classic power-lifting to 
help build mass. He also 
spends at least six hours do¬ 
ing cardiovascular training to 
stay lean. 

Dieting is a big part of 
staying fit said Nabbefeld, 
who prefers dieting slowly as 
opposed to trying to accom¬ 
plish a lot of last minute mir¬ 
acles. One reason for doing 
this is that you’re not left 
with loose skin folds and, he 
said, you lose less muscle. An¬ 
other is that you make lots of 
discoveries as the fat comes 
off. If you discover them early 
enough [such as symmetry 
imbalances] there’s still time 
to correct them.” At this point 
his cardiovascular training 
still consists of six hours, but 
he increases his training days 
to four and increases the in¬ 
tensity, keeping the weights 
heavy but increasing the reps. 

“I tend to keep my reps 
higher than most, but I think 
it pays off. The muscle looks 
harder and has a better shape, 
not as blocky as the kind of 
body you’d see on a power- 
lifter. Symmetry is important 
to me because I have some 
body disadvantages. I’m not a 
mesomorph, so I don’t get re¬ 
ally big, and my hips are fair¬ 
ly wide, so I go for symmetry 
and shape. I can’t just go out 
and throw a ‘most muscular’ 
[pose] and have everybody 
scream. Because I’m not huge, 
this also means I may not win 
as many contests, but I get 
out there and accomplish 
what I can,” he said. 

Two to three months be¬ 
fore a contest, Nabbefeld said 
he trains four times a week, 
but he increases his aerobics 
to include eight to twelve 
hours per week. The last five

pre-contest weeks consist of 
occasional split routines (more 
than once a day), and he also 
works his weaker body parts 
each session. The last week 
consists of full body workouts 
each day. “In other words, it 
starts out kind of slow and 
picks up until you’re almost 
ridiculous at the end.” 

Nabbefeld said he has a 
definite bias toward gay-spon¬ 
sored shows, because they al¬ 
lowed him to get started. “It 
was a warm feeling when I 
was out there, everybody was 
treated on an equal level. 
This is great, because at, say, 
an NPC show, someone com¬ 
peting in the novice class 
could have been around for 
years, just not gotten a title in 
that particular show. A begin¬ 
ner could leave that show 
wondering why he’d ever 
been stupid enough to get out 
there on stage and perhaps 
never try again. Other Feder¬ 
ations aren’t trying to get that 
warm fuzzy feeling,” he ex¬ 
plained, “I feel it’s also impor¬ 
tant to do more serious 
shows, just to see what’s out 
there and see how you mea¬ 
sure up.”

Denise Ward was looking 
for a lifestyle change when 
she took up bodybuilding. In 
December, 1990, as a Christ¬ 
mas present to herself, Ward 
stopped smoking. Realizing 
that she would probably gain 
weight as a result, she decid¬ 
ed to start exercising. She 


trained to get in shape, and 
never imagined that she 
would ever actually compete 
in bodybuilding, that’s what 
eventually came to pass. 


also began getting regular 
massages and, in the process 
of becoming more in tune 
with her body and more in¬ 
terested in tne whole nocudi 
issue, Ward said she relied 
heavily on her massage thera¬ 
pist for clues about how to 
get healthy. 

“I wanted to change and i 
thought, okay, what does she 
[the massage therapist] do? 
One of the things she did was 
bodybuilding, so I decided to 
give it a try,” explained Ward, 
“At the time I weighed 174 
pounds and was totally seden¬ 
tary, her extreme opposite. 
She was a great role model.” 
Though initially Ward only

Where Condoms and Sports Connect 


Official Condom for Commonwealth 
Games

VICTORIA, British Columbia—The Commonwealth Games 
in Victoria next summer will feature athletes from 66 coun¬ 
tries, 11 days of events, pageantry and an official condom. 

Games spokeswoman Amy Hart said last week that con¬ 
doms manufactured by Ortho McNeil Co. will be the official 
condom of the Commonwealth Games August. 18-28, 1994. 

Officials said the manufacturer will pay up to $200,000 for 
official product designation. The logo for the games will be 
emblazoned on condom packages. 

Hart said condoms probably will be made available to ath¬ 
letes visiting the event’s medical facilities, rather than distribut¬ 
ed to participants. 

“We realize that some of the athletes are young; for exam¬ 
ple, some gymnasts can be as young as 14,” she said. “We be¬ 
lieve condom use is a matter of personal choice and can be de¬ 
pendent on the morals of different countries.” 

Gay Games Have Condom Sponsor, Too 

Organizers of the 1994 Gay Games in New York have announc¬ 
ed that there will be official condom sponsors at the 
event. The brands are Kimono and Maxx. Mayer Laboratories 
in Oakland, CA will be the distributor. 

“Kimono is a standard form-fitted condom, and Maxx was 
the first larger shaped condom on the U.S. market made by 
anybody,” said Mike Smith, Vice President of Operations and 
Finance for Mayer Laboratories as the official spon- 
Newsletter describes Mayer Laboratories as the official spon¬ 
sor, Smith explained they are a marketing and distribution 
company focusing on sexual health care — Kimono and Maxx 
are the official Gay Games sponsors. 

Yet Mayer Laboratories is the distribution company that 
will get the condoms there. Their distribution goal is to pro¬ 
vide a higher quality sexual health care product, and to inject 
a little humor into condoms. The company is known for send¬ 
ing giant sized dancing condoms into the SF Lesbian and Gay 
Freedom Day Parade. 

In honor of the Gay Games, Mayer Laboratories will also 
champion condom sports, a new field of athletic endeavor, to 
be unveiled at the New York Gay Games in June, 1994. Bay 
Area Reporter asked Smith to satisfy our curiosity as to what 
exactly condom sports are. Smith declined to respond but re¬ 
minded us how well condoms fill with water. 

Mayer Laboratories will also distribute lesbian-oriented in¬ 
formation on how to turn condoms into dental dams. “Most 
dental dams are too thick,” said Smith. In addition, the official 
testing standards for condoms are also higher than those for 
dental dams. ▼

Rejected Passivity 

“Before I started training, I 
felt like life was happening to 
me, instead of the other way 
around,” she said, “I spent my 
life trying to deal with the 
ebbs and flows and the occa¬ 
sional tidal wave. I wasn’t liv¬ 
ing. I felt like a victim. I was 
uncomfortable around other 
people and felt unsure about 
what I said and did. I must 
admit I had a self-esteem pro¬ 
blem.” Training at the gym, 
however, changed Ward’s at¬ 
titude. Now she was the one in 
control. Her body changed 
because she changed it 
through nutrition, weight 
training and an aerobic 
regimen. In June of last year 
she competed in her first con¬ 
test, Physique ’92. 

“Getting up on stage in a 
bikini that weighed less than 
an ounce was a huge chal¬ 
lenge for me. I’d never even 
owned a bikini before — I 
went through life doing the 
beach in one-pieces. It wasn’t 
the act of getting on stage 
that was the challenge. I had 
performed before, but as a 
guitar player/singer. This was 
different. Throughout my life 
I’d been told that I had a 
great voice. But no one had 
ever told me that I had a 
great body, or that I was pret¬ 
ty. Training for a physique 
contest changed all of that.” 

Ward sees bodybuilding as 
an excellent discipline of the 
body and the mind — training 
through injuries, having con¬ 
trol over one’s diet, working 
diligently toward a goal. 
“When I was a kid I used to 


have fantasies, goals that I’d 
like to reach, but as an adult 
I never thought I could reach 
them. Now I’ve learned to set 
goals I can accomplish.” 

Ward admitted that doing 
the gay show first instead of a 
mainstream, “straight” show 
was a good move. She’d felt 
supported — the audience was 
warm and felt like family. 
“Now it wouldn’t matter to 
me if it was Physique, the 
S.F. Contest or the Games. 
I’ve prepared my package the 
best I can and I can now look 
forward to getting out there 
to do my personal best.” 

The Show Day 

The “San Francisco Con¬ 
test,” on October 23, 1993, 
was an upbeat show on a 
warm day. At the pre-judge, I 
noted less drugged out com¬ 
petitors than I’d expected. It, 
after all, is an untested show. 
I was pleased to find that 
most of the women and men 


on stage looked natural, 
though the audience provided 
an interesting array of huge 
bodies and big hair. There 
was a fairly good turn-out in 
each competitive class. In the 
men’s division, Nabbefeld’s 
class (middleweight) provided 
the hardest competition — 
eight competitors, four of 
whom were outstanding. 
Nabbefeld managed to win 
second place nevertheless. 

Ward’s class (heavyweight 
women’s) had only four con¬ 
testants, but it was still a 
close race. Ward won first 
place. I was especially happy 
with this decision because 
some of the women competi¬ 
tors looked like they could 
have been steroid users. This 
time, at least, the judges fa¬ 
vored with ‘natural’ over the 
enhanced physique, a hopeful 
sign for the future. ▼

Dream Ride for 
AIDS 

Like many other people 
who are concerned about 
AIDS, Michael Ridgeway, of 
Lancaster, PA, is working to 
raise AIDS awareness. 

Only he’s doing it on a 
bike, across the nation. 

While passing through San 
Francisco last week, Ridge¬ 
way called the B.A.R .to tell 
us about his trip. Next stop: 
the long road to Los Angeles. 

A bike enthusiast of many 
years, he’s traveling alone on 
a 12,000 mile loop around the 
country. His goal is to help 
raise AIDS awareness in 
small towns. His awareness¬ 
raising tools involve talking 
with whoever he meets about 
AIDS prevention, making fre¬ 
quent stops in small town gro¬ 
cery stores and shopping 
malls to meet people, and 
constantly wearing custom- 
designed AIDS Awareness T- 
shirts that turn him into a 
“Cycling AIDS Billboard.” 

A special non-profit organi¬ 
zation in Lancaster is backing 
him on his trip. Several com¬ 
panies have assisted him as 
well. Shaklee donated a spe¬ 
cial power-drink, and the 
bike-makers, Trek, along with 
a Lancaster bike shop, donat¬ 
ed a bike. Bike shops along 
the way have given him free 
tires, and tune-ups, and he 
collects their stickers on his 
forest green Trek 520. He’s 
riding on medium thickness 
touring tires, and carries 70 
pounds of Gear on his bike. 
“The bike becomes a novelty. 

I use it to get in the door of 
some towns,” Ridgeway told 
the B.A.R. 

His bike has toe clips, a 
shock-absorbing gel seat, and 
he carries 70-80 pounds of 
equipment: clothes, shoes, 
tools, toiletries, two books, 


first aid and a log. He told 
B.A.R. he’s reading The 
Bible, so that he is prepared 
for any run-ins with funda¬ 
mentalists. He’s also reading 
Randy Shilts chronicle, And 
the Band Played On. 

Ridgeway thrives on Gra¬ 
nola Bars, a Shaklee power 
drink called Performance, 
and hopes that the six 
months’ special training he 


underwent before taking off 
on his cross-country trip will 
hold him in good stead. He 
advises anyone training for 
such a long ride to attempt 
riding a bike with 70-80 
pounds of equipment at¬ 
tached. 

Bicycle advocate Ridgeway 
wishes more people cycled. “I 
haven’t had a car in 3 years,” 
he said. 


As for the loneliness of the 
long distance cyclist? Nada. 
He carries no cellular phone, 
and finds that his average dai¬ 
ly 60 mile trips provide him 
ample time and space for self¬ 
reflection. “I always had a 
dream of doing a long 
perimeter ride.,” he said. He 
feels good, too, carrying the 
AIDS prevention message 
into small American towns. 
T

One Funny Dyke

S uzanne Westenhoef¬ 
fer is a dyke to watch 
out for. The New 
York-based lesbian 
comic delighted audiences at 
Josie’s this past week with a 
show that coyly blended hip 
comic style with substance. If 
you didn’t get a chance to see 
one of her sold-out shows, 
don’t worry — she’s bound to 
be back.

the Sally Jessy Raphael 
Show. This year she received 
New York’s Outstanding 
Achievement in the Arts 
Award. 


Unlike most New York 
comics, Westenhoeffer’s work 
is not about being funny, it 
simply is funny. At the per¬ 
formance I attended, Westen¬ 
hoeffer bounded on stage like 
Jay Leno on steroids, and the 
San Francisco audience 
shrank back a bit under the 
onslaught of her frenetic 
attack pace. Within minutes, 
however, she had everyone 
roaring with stories about her 
closeted live-in lover (who 
thinks coming out means 
telling a co-worker who saw 
Suzanne on TV, “I know 
her”), her escape from New 
Jersey, bartending in a 
straight Dallas bar, and her 
experiences as a live visual 
aid (i.e., display lesbian) in 
high school classrooms. 

Restricted to tact and sen¬ 
sitivity when dealing with the 
high schoolers, Westenhoeffer 


saved the snappy answers she 
couldn’t say and delivers 
them to us instead. “Do you 
really think you can make 
love to a woman better than I 
can?” a male student asks. 
“You’re 15 years old and have 
braces, what do you think?” 

After a certain stiffness in 
her first quarter-hour, where 
movement consisted of 
marching up and down the 
stage, Westenhoeffer relaxed 
and put her body into it as 
well as her heart. With her 
expressive face and eloquent 
hands, that’s a winning com¬ 
bination. 

Some of her bits weren’t 
fit for a Capital of Queerdom 
audience — decoy bedrooms 
for closeted couples are not a 
big thing here, for instance — 
but she took this in stride and 
made a quick recovery on 
stage. Westenhoeffer is one
